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FOREIGN TRADE IN 1911. 


We now have at hand the complete 
foreign trade figures for the calendar 
year 1911 and a most satisfactory show- 
ing do they make. The balance of trade 
in favor of this country—and this is 
the best index of the healthy com- 
mercial prosperity of the nation—shows 
a remarkable development. The in- 
crease over the trade balance of 1910 
is almost 85 per cent., and the total is 
considerably more than double the 
balance in 1909. It is particularly 
gratifying also to note that the vast 
growth in balance on the right side of 
the ledger in our international com- 
merce is altogether on account of the 
expansion of our sales abroad and not 
te the contraction of our purchases. 
Almost the entire increase is thus ac- 
counted for. Again, too, it is a pleas- 
ure to call attention to the growth in 
the percentage of duty free imports. 
This matter has been mentioned be- 
fore in discussions of our foreign trade 
development, but with the figures of 
the calendar year at hand this feature 
becomes more significant. The per- 
centage of duty free, or raw material, 
imports in 1911 was 51.82; this com- 
paves with a percentage of 49.23 in 1910 
and a percentage of 47.42 in 1909. It is 
a steady increase year by year, indi- 
cating the gradual development of our 
manufacturing facilities and the de- 
clining necessity for patronizing the 
industries of foreign countries. This 
tendency is particularly emphasized by 
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the percentage of free imports in De- 
cember, which was 56.87, or a consider- 
ably higher figure than the average for 
the whole year, showing that at the 
end of the year free raw materials 
formed a tar larger percentage of the 
total than at the beginning. 

Another gratifying feature to be 
found in the report for 1911 is the evi- 


dence of increased sales of manufac- 
tured articles abroad. Not only are 
we buying a larger percentage of crude 


materials, but we are selling a far 
greater percentage of the fruits of our 
labor. During the past year 61.94 per 
cent. of our total exports were either 
partly or wholly manufactured prod- 
ucts, and of this percentage more than 
half represented articles entirely ready 
for consumption. The percentages 
with which these figures compare are 
59.25 in i910 and 59.17 in 1909. The 
totals of manufactured articles ready 
for consumption are even more signifi- 
cant of this extremely satisfactory 
commercial development. In 1911 we 
exported of these products $639,954,685, 
as compared with $541,143,488 in 1910 and 
$467,923,397 in 1909. No exports of crude 
materials indicated any growth in com- 
parison to this; it is the striking fea- 
ture of the year’s report. 

The total imports for the year were 
$1,533,067,130, as compared with $1,562,- 
904,151 in 1910, and with $1,475,520,724 in 
1909. The exports for 1911 were $2,058,- 
413,224, as compared with $1,829,022,929 
in 1910 and $1,700,721,985 in 1909. The ex- 
cess of exports—the balance of trade to 
which we referred above—were $559,- 
459,716 in 1911, $303,354,753 in 1910 and 
$252,677,921 in 1909. 

As far as the year is considered as a 
revenue proposition for the govern- 
ment, it is hardly so satisfactory. The 
total collections from duties in 1911 
were $300,863,091, which compares with 
$327,064,495 in the previous year, and 
$329,830,356 in 1909. 

The total imports of chemicals for 
the month of December showed con- 
siderable increase over those in No- 
vember and a healthy increase over 
the December of last year. For the 
month they were $9,994,876, as com- 
pared with $8,447,468 in the same month 
last year. For the entire year the 
chemical imports exhibit about the or- 
dinary ratio of growth that might be 
expected from the expansion of gen- 
eral business. For the twelve months 
they were $96,930,749, as against $89,- 
530,117 in the calendar year 1910, and 
$85,273,603 in 1909. Exports of chemi- 
cals also have grown during the year 
in an equal or even a larger propor- 
tion. For 1911 they amounted to $24,- 
236,856 for 1910 to $21,713,329, and for 
1909 to $20,330,335, 

The opium imports for December 
again reflected an increase in quantity 
both over the previous month and over 
the same month last year. The increase 
in pounds over 1910, however, was 
nothing like the increase in dollars 
due, of course, to the greatly advanced 
prices which are now prevailing. The 
arrivals in December were 63,635 
pounds, valued at $376,684, which com- 
pares with 55,701 pounds in the same 
month last year, which were valued at 
$187,314. The increase in quantity was 
less than 15 per cent., the increase in 
value was more than 100 per cent. In 
the comparisen of the yearly imports, 
this same advance of values is shown, 
but not in so marked a degree as in the 
monthly figures. During the caléndar 
year 1911 our imports amounted to 
613,899 pounds, valued at $2,760,168; dur- 
ing the previous year the imports were 
396,671 pounds, valued at $1,369,068, and 
in 1909 they were 584,130 pounds, valued 
at $2,084,758. The total imports for 
last year give little indication that 
either the advance of price or adverse 
legislation has done much to lessen the 
volume of yearly trade in this drug. 

The trade in. sulphate of ammonia, 
which were unusually small in Novem- 
ber, again climbed up to normal in De- 
cember. During the month the receipts 
were 25,152,323 pounds, valued at $716,- 
212, which is not far away from the 
imports in the same month last year, 
which were 25,148,404 pounds, valued at 
$657,270. For the year there was very 
little change in the arrivals. During 
1911 the receipts were 189,265,797 pounds, 
valued at $5,066,470, as compared with 


arrivals in 1910 of 184,686,534 pounds, 
valued at $4,668,820. 

The yearly record of camphor im- 
ports shows a vast decline from 1910, 
but a return to about the level of 1909. 
The total arrival of crude were 2,667,537 
pounds, valued at $825,283, as compared 
with 3,734,856 pounds in the previous 
year, valued at $1,129.628. The figures 
for December show the decline even in 
a more emphatic fashion. During last 
December there arrived 84,000 pounds 
valued at $25,030 as compared with the 
previous December arrivals of 197,736 
pounds, valued at $57,521. The arrivals 
of copal, kauri and damar in Decem- 
ber indicated a sharp increase over 
both the previous month and Decem- 
ber of 1910. They amounted to 2,489,931 
pounds, valued at $184,934, which com- 
pared with 1,343,986 pounds in Novem- 
ber and 1,184,992 in December, 1910. 
This increase for the month is not 
borne out by the yearly figures, which 
show a falling off from previous years, 
In 1911 the arrivals were 24,463,317 
pounds, valued at $2,058,115, which com- 
pares with 26,050,793 pounds in 1910, 
valued at $2,440,426, and 29,195,306 pounds 
valued at $3,016,576, in 1909. The im- 
ports of gambier for the year were 
23,934,760 pounds, valued at $1,134,871, as 
compared with 18,871,722 pounds, valued 
at $1,077,172, in 1910. The imports for 
December, 1911, were 4,570,512 pounds, 
a vast increase over the same month 
the previous year, when the arrivals 
were only 1,323,197 pounds. The shel- 
lac receipts for December were 931,714 
pounds, which was almost double the 
quantity received in the same month 
of the previous year. This record, 
however, was not carried out in the 
yearly report. These indicate a heavy 
falling off, being only 16,797,805 pounds, 
as compared with 24,432,880 pounds 
in 1910 and 23,830,713 pounds in 1909. 
The average rate per pound was soOme- 
what higher in 1911 than in either of 
the preceding years. 

Potash receipts, all kinds, during De- 
cember, were particularly heavy, being 
96,309,330 pounds, as compared with 
47,261,631 pounds in the same month 
the previous year. Of these heavy re- 
ceipts in the closing month of last 
year, 73,569,185 pounds was muriate and 
19,643,465 was sulphate. The yearly 
record of the potash business shows the 
steady increase in consumption on the 
part of the United States. In the year 
1911 there arrived 672,639,581 pounds, 
valued at $11,826,106, which compares 
with 510,191,652 pounds, valued at $8,363,- 
623 in 1910, and 414,085,838 pounds, val- 
ued at $7,685,188, in 1909. 

Nitrate of soda imports also increased 
in December, although the yearly fig- 
ures show littie change. The Decem- 
ber imports were 2,120,806 pounds, as 
compared with 1,672,094 pounds in the 
same month of the previous year. For 
the full twelve months the imports 
were 16,814,256 pounds in 1911 and 16,601,- 
328 pounds in 1910. There was little 
change in value. 

During the month of December there 
arrived 37,902 gallons of linseed oil, 
which was valued at $27,182, and for the 
last six months of the year 1911 the im- 
ports were 556,303 gallons, valued at 
$362,935. Prior to July 1, 1911, this prod- 
uct was included with other oils in the 
tables, and so no mode of comparison 
is furnished by the present figures. 
The imports of cocoanut oil during 
December were about on a par with 
those of November and with December 
of the previous year. They amounted 
to 4,049,783 pounds, vaiued at $346,900. 
For the year, however, 1911 shows a 
decline from the previous year, the 
totals being 48,494,351 pounds, valued at 
$3,925,641, as compared with 52,810,352 
pounds in 1910, valued at $4,072,709. In 
denatured olive oil there was also a 
decline in the yearly record, Although 
December was almost equal to the 
same month in the previous year the 
total for 1911 was only 483,820 gallons, 
valued at $331,720, as compared with 
218,685 gallons in 1910, valued at $472,965. 
It will be observed that the average 
rate per gallon was higher in the past 
year, which, of course, in a measure is 
responsible for the reduction in quan- 
tity. 

The imports of dye woods in a crude 
state for the last six months of the 
year 1911 amounted to 20,606 tons, val- 
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ued at $253,323, but as these records 
were not separately kept in previous 
years there is no means of comparison. 
The imports of coal tar colors and dyes 
for 1911 were valued at $6,448,502, as 
compared with $5,840,774 in 1910 and 
$6,435,925 in 1909. 

Aside from mineral oils, which were 
editorially discussel in these columns 
in the issue of January 22, the most 
important commodity in which the Re- 
porter is interested was cottonseed oil. 
The enormous growth of our export 
trade since crop movement of 1911 be- 
gan has been repeatedly referred to in 
our market columns, and the figures 
for December fully bear out the prom- 
ises made in the November report. 
The December shipments amounted to 
68,211,964 pounds, valued at $4,060,526, 
which is to be compared with 28,- 
744,718 pounds in the same month of 
the previous year, valued at $2,226,544. 
These figures are far more impressive 
than the comparison for the year, al- 
though 1911 shows a very healthy de- 
velopment over the foreign trade of 
the previous year. The totals show for 
1911 exports of 322,527,042 pounds, 
valued at $21,839,157, which compares 
with 176,688,961 pounds in 1910, valued 
at $13,191,044, and with. 341,358,266 
pounds in 1909, valued at $19,576,067. 

The exports of naval _ stores, too, 
have shown a satisfactory growth, al- 
though the expansion hardly has been 
impressive enough to cause any partic- 
ular comment. For the calendar year 
the value of our shipments abroad was 
$27,370,569, which compared with $22,- 
153,692 in 1910 and with $16,103,076 in 
1909. For <he month of December the 
exports were $2,908,817, which com- 
pared with $2,284,640 in the same 
month last year. 

The full tables of import and ex- 
port statistics for the year 1911, cov- 
ering those trades which the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter represents, having 
arrived too late to be prepared for this 
issue, will be found in the issue of 
February 12.

PETROLEUM REALIZATIONS 
AND PROSPECTS. 

Seldom within recent years have the 
conditions governing the petroleum 
market crystalized into such persistent 
and significant realizations as we have 
had occasion to chronicle during the 
last four weeks. Developments have 
crowded fast upon one another in the 
recovering trend of the market, and 
the general tone has become so buoy- 
ant and optimistic that confidence 
seems to be running to untempered 
éxtremes, if we are to judge the 
scope of hopefulness as evidenced 
in the late reports from our field 
correspondents. Nearly every item 
within our market classification of 
crude petroleum and the various 
products has shared in the upward 
movement inaugurated a few days be- 
fore the close of last year, but most 
forceful has been enhancement of the 
higher grades of Pennsylvania crude. 
Each of the last four weeks has been 
marked by an advance of five cents, 
representing in the aggregate nearly 
15 per cent., and at this writing the 
market stands at $1.50, the highest 
point since November 6, 1909, when a 
cut of five cents brought a basis of 
$1.48, from which steady declines were 
the rule until the low level of $1.30 was 
reached June 11, 1910. The theory 
upon which the depreciation in the 
highest varieties of oil our country af- 
fords was justified was the threaten- 
ing aspect of overproduction from the 
fields to the West and Southwest, al- 
though the products from the nearby 
fields were of much lower grade than 
that found in the group of States com- 
prising the Pennsylvania classification. 
Under this foreboding outlook it was 
not difficult to bring within closer as- 
similation the range of values for the 
various descriptions of crude. 

The realizations of the last year or 
more have tended to bring the actual 
conditions of the different producing 
sections of the country within much 
more comprehensive grasp, and the 
general situation has settled into a 
state whereby untoward developments 
are likely to play a negligible part. 
All menacing conditions are believed 
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io have been eliminated from the Il- 
linois and mid-continent fields, as their 
output has during the last few months 
evidenced the passing of the high 
marks. 
and fields is always a possible incident 
of operations, but the conditions under- 
lying the industry are on such a more 
stable basis than two years ago tnat 
what may then have proved a disturb- 
ing factor would now be shorn of its 
involving significance. It is interesting 
in this connection to note that at about 
the time the high-grade Pennsylvania 
product fell below $1.50, twenty-seven 
months ago, stocks of Pennsylvania 
and Lima crude were approximately 
9,500,000 barrels, while the runs from 
the same fields averaged 88,500 barrels 
a day. At this time the stocks are re- 
ported as 6,500,000 barrels, and the 
daily runs show an average of 70,500 
barrels. Other varieties of crude than 
Pennsylvania have followed the upward 
course of the market, but in no in- 
stance has the enhancement of the 
higher Pennsylvania product been ap- 
proached, The lighter oil of Kentucky is 
dearer by nine cents, and the heavier 
grade by three cents, while eight-cen‘ 
advances have been scored in Lima, 
O,, Indiana and Illinois crude, the mid- 
continent and light Caddo, Louisiana, 
varieties have been marked up by seven 
cents, and five-cent premiums prevail 
in the light Corsicana and the Electra 
oils of the Texas field. 

That the markets for the different re- 
fined products would reflect the force 
of the more favorable conditions of 
crude has been a logical materializa- 
tion, particularly as this influence has 
been supported by factors of intrinsic 
significance, The most signal changes 
have been effected in local quotations 
for illuminating oils and the naphthas 
by two cents in all of the market 
items, with the exception of varnish 
makers’ and painters’ naphtha, which 
is higher by one cent. In the export 
schedule of illuminating oils there has 
been a series of gains, particularly in 
eases which have arisen by more than 
one cent over the basis in effect at the 
close of the year. Advances in bulk 
and barrels have aggregated three- 
quarters of a cent, Cases are now held 
at 9.90 cents, the highest point since 
October 6, 1910, while the prevailing 
basis of bulk and barreis, 4.60 and 8.10 
cents, respectively, marks a new rec- 
ord since November 6, 1909. All va- 
rieties of naphthas for export command 
a firmer position from one-half cent in 
59@62 degrees,benzine to two and one- 
half cents. in 86 degrees naphtha. 
Events at foreign sources have con- 
tributed materially to the reacting 
course of the export market for the 
different products. In the leading pro- 
ducing countries abroad there have 
been evidences of steadily declining 
yields of late, the effect of which has 
been all the more impressive by the 
growing requirements of the products, 
particularly . illuminating oils. The 
outlook for American petroleum and 
derivatives seems unusually propitious 
at this time, at least on the Eastern 
boundary, and the industry promises 
to attain new marks of achievement 
under the influences now in effect. 


ATG OT Re STN 
WINDOW GLASS SITUATION. 


Two conferences have been held re- 
cently among the jobbers in window 
glass with a view to straightening out 
the unsatisfactory conditions which 
prevail in the trade. The Eastern 
jobbers met in New York on January 
18, and the representatives of the 
Western houses met in Chicago, Janu- 
ary 22, and according to the infor- 
mation available, at neither of these 
conferences was there anything more 
definite accomplished than ‘‘a general 
discussion” of the situation. It is the 
impression of the trade that unless 
something is speedily done in the way 
of controling the output and distri- 
bution of window glass, the industry 
will be far from being profitable. 

Window glass is now quoted at lower 
prices than at any time since the 
present schedule was adopted January 
1, 1901. It is freely admitted that 
neither the manufacturers of hand 
made glass nor the jobbers are receiy- 
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The development of new pools 
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ing reasonable returns for their labor. 
The workmen in the industry are dis- 
organized and wages are at the lowest 
notch. The consumption of window 
glass in the United States during 1911 
was about 7,500,000 boxes, Of this 
amount, about 3,500,000 boxes were made 
by. machines, leaving a demand upoen 
the hand labor factories for 4,000,000 
boxes. This is but little more than 
half of the capacity of these plants, 
and it therefore, easy to see that 
without any regulation of the industry 
there must inevitably follow over- 
production, and this means price cut- 
ting. In the various plants through- 
out the country there are some 4,000 
pots, of which only about 2,200 pots 
are available for operation, and these 
have an average capacity of eighty 
boxes of glass each per week. This 
means that there exists a capacity of 
176,000 boxes of hand-made glass per 
week, or an ability to make all the 
glass the country will consume in 
about twenty-three weeks. To operate 
the plants longer they must run at 
reduced capacity, and this is the policy 
that has been pursued. Either horn of 
this manufacturing dilemma is un- 
satisfactory. It is not profitable to 
run an expensive plant at half time, 
and few concerns can afford to over- 
produce and carry an unsalable stock. 

During the past season there was 
considerable more glass produced than 
was sold, although the majority of the 
plants adopted a policy of curtailment. 
The workingmen suffered in conse- 
quence and in some instances factory 
organizations were demoralized. Since 
the introduction of glass working ma- 
chinery the condition of the glass 
blower, at one time one of the highest 
paid artisans, has rapidly declined. In 
the old days it was not uncommon for 
a highly skilled workman to make $100 
per week during the season; at the 
present time the same workman can- 
not make anything like that figure. 
This drop in wages, taken in connection 
with the fact that the period of 
activity rarely lasts more than six 
months, is rapidly reducing the num- 
ber of workmen engaged in the indus- 
try. Whenever it is possible the 
window glass blower is finding em- 
ployment in other lines and there is 
little inducement for apprentices to 
enter the trade. This decrease of work- 
men may in time automatically reduce 
production to meet consumption, but it 
offers no relief to the present over- 
strained situation. It cannot prevent 
over-production at this time and it 
cannot hold prices to a profitable basis, 

The latest trouble of the window 
glass industry began with the prose- 
cution and ultimate forced dissolution 
of the Imperial Window Glass Com- 
pany, which occurred in 1910. This 
concern was an incorporated associ- 
ation of jobbers which controlled the 
output of practically all of the hand 
glass factories, and it came into exist- 
ence for the express purpose of cor- 
recting conditions which at that time 
were about the same as those existing 
at the present, 

It is not at all surprising that after 
the experience with the late lamented 
controlling organization, with the 
memory of fines still fresh in the check 
book, that the glass jobbers should 
move cautiously and be easily fright- 
ened. At the meetings of jobbers and 
manufacturers the talk of prices and 
production is naturally very guarded, 
but all agree that something must be 
done, and it is to find that ‘‘something”’ 
that these gatherings are called. 

There is no reason to doubt that 
eventually the window glass industry 
will readjust itself upon a new basis— 
the basis made necessary by the in- 
troduction of machinery. It is in the 
throes of this readjustment and the 
inability to control the situation that 
cause the present demoralization. There 
were not too many factories for the 
average cOnsumption when there was 
only hand-made window glass. There 
will not be too many factories when 
the present scramble for the life raft is 
over. The stronger will survive, the 
weaker will sink and the law of supply 
and demand will control in the trade, 
Until this has been accomplished any 
makeshift that will pass the courts is 
sure of ready acceptance, 
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A dividend of 19 per cent. has been 
declared by the Port Sunlight Soap 
Works of Kingland.

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Whitney, “I want to say that the name 
of the Oil Seeds Company should not in 
any way be connected with these frauds.

The fact that Heit- 
fuss was employed as an outside sales- 
man by that company and was arrested 
at its office was merely accidental.

When seen by a representative of the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, Mansfield 
B. Snevily, general manager and secre- 
tary of the Oil Seeds Company, stated 
emphatically that his company was not 
involved in the matter in any way. 

“We have begun libel suits against the 
newspapers that connected our name with 
the case,’’ he said. He deciined to issue 
any statement for publication, but re- 
ferred to the company’s attorney, Andrew 
J. Shipman, of the firm of Blandy, Mooney 
& Shipman, who, when seen by our rep- 
resentative, stated that during the years 
1909-1910, or thereabouts, Heitfuss had been 
connected with another concern, and it 
was during this period that the alleged 
fraud took place. .‘‘For the past fourteen 
months,” said Mr. Shipman, ‘Heitfuss 
has been employed as a salesman by the 
Oil Seeds Company. He has had nothing 
whatever to do with the imports of the 
company, end as a salesman acquitted 
himself well. He is charged with a fraud 
that took place before he became affiliated 
with the Oil Seeds Company. We have 
begun libel suits for the publication of our 
company’s name in connection with the 
frauds.”’

Richmond, Va, Has a Paint Bill. 


Berkeley D. Adams, of Charlotte county. 
introduced a paint bill in the Virginia As- 
sembly, on January 2. The bill is en- 
titled. “An Act to prevent deception in 
the sale of paint, putty, turpentine and 
linseed oil or any substitutes therefor and 
providing penalties for the violation there- 
of.’” The full text of the bill follows:— 


Section 1 Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia in General Assembly met 
and it is hereby enacted by the authority of 
the same that no person firm or corporation 
shall knowingly sell or expose for sale within 
this Commorwealth any paint putty turpentine 
or linseed oil or any substitutes therefor la- 
beled or marked in any manner so as to tend 
to deceive the purchaser as to its nature or 
composition or which is not labeled as here- 
inafter proviced 

Section 2 The term “‘paint’’ as used in this 
act shall include oxide of zinc red lead and 
white lead dry or in any kind of oil or any 
compound intended for the same use colors 
ground in oil paste or semi-paste paint and 
liquid or mixed paint ready for use For the 
purposes of this act white lead shall mean 
both the corroded and sublimed product and 
when the term ‘‘white lead’’ is used on a 
label to describe either product such term 
shall be qualified by the addition of the word 
“corroded” or ‘“‘sublimed’’ as the case may be 

Section 3 The label required by this act 
shall clearly and distinctly state the name and 
residence of the manufacturer of the paint or 
of the distributor thereof or of the party for 
whom the same is manufactured and show the 
name and with a substantial accuracy the per- 
centage of each ingredient both solid and liquid 
contained therein as the same would be dis- 
closed by an ordinary chemical analysis there- 
of it being the intention of this act to furnish 
the consumer with such information only con- 
cerning the composition of such paint as he 
could obtain by submitting the same to a 
chemical analysis Said label shall be printed 
in plain legible type and so far as possible 
common English words shall be used instead 
of technical terms 
Section 4 The label on all liquid or mixed 
paint shall show the net measure of the con- 
tents of the container and on all paste or semi- 
paste paint sold by weight the net weight of 
the contents of the package or if sold by 
measure the net measure of such contents 
Section 5 The provisions of this act shall 
not apply to any articles hereinbefore described 
which are in this State in the hands of the 
jobbers and dealers at the time this act takes 
effect 
Section 6 The having in possession of any 
person firm or corporation dealing therein of 
any of the articles hereinbefore described and 
improperly marked or not correctl? labeled as 
provided in this act shall be considered prima 
facie evidence that the same are kept by such 
person firm or corporation in violation of the 
provisions of this act 
Section 7 The Secretary of Agriculture of 
the Commonwealth is hereby charged with the 
enforcement of the provisions of this act 
Section 8 The Secretary of Agriculture and 
his assistants exnerts chemists and agents shall 
have acess to all places of business stores and 
buildings used for the sale of paint putty turpen- 
tine linseed oi] or any substitutes therefor and 
shall have power and authority to open any 
package can jar tub or other receptacles con- 
taining articles subject to the provisions of 
this act which may there be sold or kept for 
sale but nothing herein contained shall require 
the disclosure by anv manufacturer or other 
nerson of any formula or trade secret except 
in so far as the same may be indicated by a 
chemical analysis of the product thereof 
Section ® Any violator of any of the ™ro- 
visions of this act or any person assisting or 
taking part in the violation of anv of said pro- 
visions shall he guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon corviction thereof shall be punished for 
such offense by a fine of not less than twenty- 

five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars 
or by an imprisonment not exceeding 60 davs 
or by both such fine and imprisonment at the 
discretion of the court.

Proposed Amendments to New York 
Health Law. 


Albany, Feb. 8, 1912. 


Assemblyman Ahern, of Brooklyn, has 
introduced a bill in the Legislature insert- 
ing in the public health law the follow- 
ng:— 


(22a) Providing that if any person die within 
six months after the injection or use of any 
serum, antitoxin or vaccine the fact of such 
injection, the date and a statement of the 
probable or improbable relation to the death 
of such person must be stated in the death 
certificate. Every local board of health shall 
compile an annual report from such death cer- 
tificates of the total number of persons dying 
within six months after inoculation, and the 
nature of the disease from which such person 
died. A copy of such statement shall be 
filed with the State Department of Health. An 
attending physician who wilfully conceals or 
misrepresents the probable or possible cause 
of death by omitting from death certificate the 
statements required by this section shall be 
guilty of a felony, punishable by imprisonment 
for not more than two years or by a fine of 
not more than $1,000 or both. 

Assemblyman Lent, of Brooklyn, has 
introduced in the Legislature a bill re- 
pealing article 13 of the public health law 
which provides for the licensing and regu- 
lation of chiropody.

The Minneapolis Market. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 31, 1912. 
A steady demand has been reported all 
week for choice offerings of spot seed. 
Crushers, however, are more discriminat- 
ing in buying. The off-grade seed, W hich 
forms the bulk of the current arrivals, is 
neglected to some extent. Buyers will not 
take hold of this unless at a- discount. 
‘They say that it contains a large percent- 
age of moisture and that they have to 
be careful in buying to make allowance 
for this additional moisture content in 


order to come out even on their pur- 
chases. ‘ F . 

Arrivals continue on a fairly liberal 
scale, and trading is active, considering 


how indifferent the demand for oil is. 
Offerings to arrive, however, are very lim- 
ited. The large single lot sold during the 
week was 7 bushels, but a number of 
sales were posted, ranging from 200 to 350 
bushels. All told, the total quantity of 
seed sold to arrive did not exceed 2,500 
bushels, at prices ranging from $2.11 to 
$2.16%. Total receipts for the week ended 
to-day were 179 cars, compared with 8% 
last year. Total cash sales posted on 
‘change were 9% cars, of which 50 cars, 
or 53 per cent., were no grade. No. 1 
seed sold from $2.10 to $2.20, and no grade 
from $1.75 to $2.06, according to its condi- 
tion. 

For the week ended January 27 Minne- 
apolis receipts were 184,240 bushels, an in- 
crease of 62,300 over the preceding week. 
A year ago they were 93,240 bushels. In 
the same period Duluth received 164,235 
bushels, compared with 10,275. Receipts 
at the wo terminals for the crop year to 
date have been 11,729,170 bushels, compared 
with 7,484,010 a year ago. The biggest pro- 
portion of the increase has been at Du- 
luth, which has received 3,141,544 bushels 
more than it did up to this time in 1911. 
The difference is, of course, accounted for 
in the short crop in North Dakota in 1910. 
Notwithstanding the increase in receipts 
to date, it is generally believed that there 
is more seed in the Northwest to come 
forward yet than there was a year ago 
at this time. 

Bid prices at Minneapolis have varied 
considerably this week. At the beginning 
of the week spot No. 1 seed sold at Janu- 
ary price to 2c. over, but this has gradu- 
ally decreased until on Monday it had 
declined to 1%c. under the nearby option. 
At the close to-day, the net decrease since 
last Wednesday has been 2%c. Track seed 
at Duluth is 2%c. lower; January, 1\c.; 
February, 2%c., and May, 3%c. 

Strength in Argentine and Continental 
cables, combined with lighter receipts and 
improved crushing demand, advanced 

rices at Duluth 3%@4c. Thursday. Spot 
Civine, however, was light, as offerings 
of choice seed were scarce and wet; no 
grade seed was not wanted. This advance 
was maintained Friday, some of the 
options showing a further gain of ec. 
Traders were still interested, though in- 
clined to ‘‘back away,’’ because of the 
higher prices. Saturday selling offerings 
were pressing, and on weaker cables the 
market worked ic. lower on the distant 
options, January, however, retaining its 
former position of 2c. under track price. 
Light, wet seed sold at a discount of 12@ 
17c. under No. 1 on track. Continued 
weakness abroad caused an easier feeling 
in the market the last two or three days. 


Offerings continued fairly heavy, and 
some pretty good sized lots of seed 
changed hands on the decline. The under- 


tone of the market has undoubtedly be- 
come more bearish. 

Increased receipts are reported by coun- 
try elevators because of the milder weath- 
er in the Northwest. Highways are in 
good condition for hauling. Farmers are 
satisfied with current prices and are sell- 
ing what seed they have freely. This in- 
creased movement, it is expected, will 
keep terminal receipts fairly liberal for 
some time, as country elevators are not 
storing seed to any extent. Duluth says 
that were it not for the heavy shinments 
from that point preventing accumulations, 
stocks there would have a bearish influ- 
ence on the market. As it is. grain trad- 
ers believe that it will be difficult to hold 
values around their present levels much 
longer if the country movement keeps up. 
A normal movement from the Argentine 
would also have a depressing effect on val- 
ues,

LINSEED OIL. 


_ One Minneapolis oil mill reports a fair 
inquiry from jobbers for small lots of raw 
oil for prompt shipment. This mill re- 
gards current inquiry as satisfactory, con- 
sidering market conditions. Others, how- 
ever, can see very little difference from 
the dull market that has reigned for sev- 
eral weeks. There is, of course, a scatter- 
ing demand right along from jobbers and 
manufacturers who are about out of sup- 
plies and have to have more oil righr 
away to keep going on. Buyers are trad- 
ing very conservatively. They are not 
taking any chances on stocking up for fu- 
ture requirements for fear of a slump in 
prices later. They are still looking for 
lower prices and consequently what little 
business is passing about represents con- 
sumptive requirements. The severe 
weather throughout the country during 
January has had a depressing effect on 
oil consumption and accounts partly for 
the light inquiry. Oil manufacturers, how- 
ever, look for activity in the painting line 
during the coming spring and summer. 
While this may be regulated to some ex- 
tent by prices, at the same time there 
should be enough inquiry, considering the 
light stocks of oil throughout the country, 
to keep most of the mills busy. For this 
reason, some crushers look for a fairly 
heavy demand for oil a little later on, 
regardless of price. 

No change in asking prices is reported. 
To-day, oil manufacturers here are quot- 
ing raw oil in car lots, f. 0. b. Minneapolis, 
at 68@70c. per gallon, and boiled oil at 
69@71c. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 

The export situation is very strong. 
Bids for cake are maintained at a high 
level because of the light running of oil 
mills on the Continent and the fact that 
stocks abroad are at a minimum. The 
market abroad is said to have firmed up 
materially. Arrivals are going into im- 
mediate consumption. Minneapolis mills 
have been doing a fair business. They are 
pretty well sold up for February ship- 
ment and offerings are somewhat restrict- 
ed. In fact, one mill reports that its 
sales are limited only by the quantity of 
cake it has to offer for prompt shipment. 
January shipment cake is quotable at $36 
per ton, f. o. b. Minneapolis. February at 
35.50 and March at $34.50. This is an. ad- 
vance for prompt shipment of 50c, a ton 
over last week. 

A pretty good inquiry is reported for 
cake for summer shipment, but up to the 
present none of the mills here seem dis- 
posed to contract so far ahead. Importers 
are willing to buy now for May-August 
shipment on the basis of $32 per ton 
f. o. b. Minneapolis, 

Linseed oil meal is unchanged at $37@ 
87.50 per ton, f. o. b, Minneapolis. While 
this price is phenomenally high. there is 
a good consumptive inquiry from the 
middle and Western States. Feeders here 
are taking oil meal in small quantities, 
but there is enough of this business in the 
aggregate to represent a fair volume of 
trade. The unusually high price of mill- 
feed and corn goods of course lends 
strength to the linseed oil meal market 
and reconciles buyers to paying current 
asking prices.

The Duluth Market. 
Duluth, Minn., Jan. 31, 1912. 

The average of the closing prices for 
cash flaxseed at Duluth for the week end- 
ing to-day is $2.15. The average for the 
week before was $2.41%. ‘There is thus a 
slight gain in the average, but to-day 
Duluth flaxseed closed lower than it did 
at any previous time during the past two 
weeks, the closing price of cash flaxseed 
being $2.10. During the last three days 
the Duluth fiaxseed market has been 
rather bearish. This decline has‘ been 
due in large measure to the lower quota- 
tions from the market of Buenos Ayres. 
This movement was without doubt caused 
mainly by favorable weather for flaxseed 
in Argentina, It had the natural effect 
of pruducing a bearish spirit on the part 
of the American linseed oil manufactur- 
ers. They felt renewed hopes that there 
was going to be a market at Buenos Ayers 
where they could purchase linseed cheaper 
in the near future than in their own home 
markets. Hence they have been very 
conservative about their purchase of flax- 
seed in the American markets. The de- 
mand has been very poor, as it always 
is when bearish news comes from Ar- 
gentina. 

But there was another factor that had a 
great deal to do with beating down the 
price of flaxseed on the Duluth market. 
That was the fact that farmers have been 
taking advantage of the comparatively 
mild weather to get their flaxseed hauled 
to the country elevators. A great deal 
of the fiaxseed that is now coming into 
Duluth, perhaps as much as a third of 
it arrives wet, having been thrashed when 
mixed with snow and ice. Such flax, of 
course, has to be sold at a discount. Its 
arrival affects the price, nevertheless. 
During the week ending to-day the Du- 
luth market received from the country a 
total of 221,963 bushels of flax; during the 
week before, 112,765 bushels, and during 
the week before that 97,944 bushels. The 
increase has been due to mild weather. 
Offers from country elevators have been 
large on the Duluth market of late. Thus, 
although the stocks of flaxseed are very 
low both in this country and elsewhere 
and the same is true of linseed oil, the 
price during the last few days have been 
generally downward. 

Flaxseed in Duluth elevators on Wednes- 
day, January 31, 903,934 bushels; increase 
since a week ago, 58.151 bushels.

ment Report. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 30, 1912. 


Commissioner James Foust, of the Dairy 
and Pure Food Department, reviewing the 
work of his department for the year 1911, 
says that in many respects it was a rec- 
ord-breaker. The receipts from fines and 
license fees totaled $120,993.48, while the 
total expenditures for the year were only 
$83,083.13, the collections consequently ex- 
ceeding the expenses by $37,910.33, a sum 
equal to nearly one-half of the total ex- 
penditures. In 1910 the excess of receipts 
over expenditures was about $31,000. Dur- 
ing 1911 there were 8,200 samples pur- 
chased and examined, as compared with 
5,600 in 1910. In 1911 there were 1,029 cases 
for violation of the laws, terminating 78 
per cent. of them by the payment of fines 
imposed; in 1910 there were 667 cases ter- 
minated.

A New Sulphur Project.

The local paint market is slow at 
present. Weather conditions since the 
first of the year have been poorly suited 
to outdoor work and the building 
trades have suffered. Lack of building 
has cut down the natural demand for 
paint materials and has increased the 
dullness which is characteristic of this 
time of year. Pig lead has declined in 


price during the week and is quoted at 
the lowest level of 1911, namely, 4.25c. 
per pound. White lead is steady and 
does not follow the fluctuations in the 
pig lead market. White lead is very 
dull, although trading for the month 
just ended was up to expectations and 
was highly satisfactory in view of out- 
side conditions of the trade. Red lead 
and litharge were fairly active and 
orange mineral has been subject to 
good demand from color manufactur- 
ers. Zines are moving only in a mod- 
erate way and are awaiting the de- 
mands of paint mixers. Dry color man- 
ufacturers are reasonably busy and 
there is a good demand for nearly 
every variety, blacks coming in for the 
heaviest trading movement. Metallic 
paints are going out on contracts to 
nearby points, but the Western ship- 
ping season has not yet opened. In the 
miscellaneous list the demand from 
the paint trade is light and will be un- 
til mixers become more active. The 
rubber industry which draws upon 
some of the articles is slow at present 
owing to the fact that several rubber 
plants are closed for inventory. Glues 
are a little more active and so are 
varnish gums. China wood oil is a 
factor in increasing the demand for 
gums inasmuch as the scarcity of oil is 
becoming felt more now that large 
shipments have ceased and may not 
continue for some months. Window 
glass is in the same demoralized con- 
dition as existed during the past year. 
Efforts are being made to change con- 
ditions so that the business will be 
profitable for manufacturers and job- 
bers, but nothing definite has yet been 
determined upon. Complete reviews of 
the linseed oil and naval stores mar- 
kets will be found on pages 19 and 23, 
respectively. For a review of the 
Western seed and oil markets, see page 
10. A complete prices current will be 
found on page 31, second column. Com- 
ments on most important items in the 
paint trade follow:— 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


PIG LEAD.—The feature in the cur- 
rent market for pig lead was the an- 
nouncement of a sharp decline in price. 
Various reasons are given for the de- 
cline, but it is reasonable to suppose 
that the lower price was made to stim- 
ulate buying and also to cut down the 
cutput so as to more nearly approach 
the consumption. It is also true that 
lead refiners can sell at lower prices 
since in the process of refining hard 
lead silver is recovered and the price 
of silver has recently advanced, hence 
refiners could lower the price of pig 
lead and still maintain their percentage 
of profit. The present quotation for 
pig lead is 4.25@4.30c. In St, Louis lead 
is quiet at 4.15c. In the London market 
lead is held at £15 lls. 3d. 

WHITE LEAD.—The present week 
has been very dull, according to deal- 
ers in white lead, through the month 
of January was fairly good especially 
so as the weather was such as to pre- 
clude outside painting. This time is 
usually a dull period in the white lead 
market, and with more than usually 
severe weather the present market is 
not discouraging and dealers are hope- 
ful for a good spring trade. Prices 
are held unchanged at:—White lead, 
dry, in carloads, 54@5%c.; white lead 
in oil, 500-pound lots and over, 7c.; Eng- 
lish lead in oil, 10%@10%c.; sublimed 
white lead, 5@5%c. 

RED LEAD.—There is only a mod- 
erate trading in red lead. The demand 
from paint mixers does not improve, as 
it is a little early in the season and 
the present movement is more On ac- 
count of dry color manufacturers. 
(Prices are steady and are unaffected 
by the drop in the metal. Quotations 
are 6%@7c. for American and 8%@9c. 
for foreign, less the usual discount. 

LITHARGE. — Litharge has _ not 
reached its busy season, but a fair 
business has been done, with color 
manufacturers as the chief buyers. The 
glass trades have also been taking 
quantities of litharge. Prices are 5% 
@6c. for American and 84@8%c. for 
imported grades, as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Orange min- 
eral has been selling well up to the 
season’s standard, both for domestic 
and foreign grades. Prices are steady 
at 8%4@10c. for American and 12%@18c. 
for French, according to quantity. 

ZINCS.—Dealers in zincs say there 
is a fair movement on contract, but 
it ig admitted that the paint trade is 
not yet a heavy buyer of zincs, and 


the market will not be real active for 
scme weeks yet. Prices are steady 
and are quoted 5%@6%c. for Ameri- 
can process, 7@7\c. for French process, 
red seal; 74@7%c. for French process, 
green seal; 8@8%c. for French process, 
white seal, according to quality.

In the no- 
tice which was sent out calling the 
meeting, the following paragraph is in- 
teresting, as it shows the present 
status of the market:—‘The market is 
in a deplorable state, and there is a 
general lack of confidence on the part 
of buyers, and there has been some in 
timation of a decline in the selling 
price. We do not think that lower 
prices would move any more glass, and 
a further cut would undoubtedly force 
many of the factories out of blast. As 
our product is already selling below 
cost, we should stand firm for present 
prices, and even make an effort to ob- 
tain a reasonable advance.” In the lo- 
cal market conditions are unchanged 
and trading continues slow, even at 
present low asking prices. In the man- 
ufacturing centers there has been some 
trouble with obtaining raw supplies, 
as the cold weather held up shipments.

Funds Asked to Improve Condition 


of Residents of Alaska, 


Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 

There was recently detailed from the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice of the United States a surgeon to 
visit Alaska at the request of the Bureau 
of Education, to draw up a sanitary code 
for the use of the natives in that terri- 
tory. The education and medical needs 
of the natives of Alaska are directly un- 
der the charge of the Bureau of Educa- 
tion, and that bureau has asked for a 
special appropriation of $70,000 tu establish 
a tubercular sanitarium and to. provide 
additional hospitals, physicians and 
nurses for the better care of Alaskan 


natives, 

The presentation of this bill in Congress 
is accompanied by some reference to the 
sanitary condition of the Indians of 
Southern Alaska, as is shown in a report 
to the Bureau of Kducation by Dr. M. H. 
Foster, passed assistant surgeon of the 
Public heattn and Marine tuppital Serv- 
ice. Dr, Foster found tnat tne natives 
were peculiarly liable to tubverculusis, tu 
eye truubles and to diseases of the urgans 
of secretion. it would be useless, Dr. 
foster reported, to attempt tne cure of 
these persons in their own 1omes, not only 
tor tne reason that their surroundings 
are most unsanitary, but aiso because tne 
natives put no faith in the white man’s 
medical treatment and will not follow it 
except when under the eye of the phy- 
Sicilian. At the same time, Dr. Foster 
linds the ravages of these diseases must 
be checked, or the white population will 
be endangered and the natives themselves 
will be ultimately wiped out. ‘The only 
solution of the medicai problem presented 
by the natives of Alaska, therefore, ac- 
cording to Dr. Foster, is the establish- 
ment of a sanitarium for consumptives. 

Regarding the prevalence of tubercu- 
losis, Dr, s#’oster reports that some esti- 
mates of the proportion of natives sufter- 
ing trom the disease run as high as 60 
per cent., and he himself is inclined to the 
belief that “in certain parts of South- 
eastern Alaska possibiy 3 per cent. of the 
natives at one time or another have suf- 
tered from some form of tubercular 
trouble,” 

Of the natives examined by Dr. Foster, 
15.6 per cent. suffered from some form 
ot eye disease, the commonest trouble be- 
ing trachoma, Without hospital treat- 
ment most of these cases will result in 
total blindness or severe impairment of 
vision, the sufferers eventually becoming 
public charges. There are no trades nor 
occupations for the blind in Alaska, and 
as the blind natives are dependent upon 
their friends tor support, the conditions 
of must of them as described by Dr. 
Koster is pitiable. For this reasun Dr. 
Foster recommends the establishment of 
a home for the destitute blind, in which 
crippled natives will also have a place,

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Essential Oil, 

Essential oils imported by Fritsche 
Bros. was returned by the collector at 
the port of New York as fruit oil, and 
duty was assessed at the rate of $1 per 
pound. The evidence submitted showed 
the merchandise to be essential oil, and 
therefore the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers assessed duty at the rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 5 of the tariff act of 1909. 


Vaccine. 


Merchandise imported by T. H. ‘Moore 
was returned as gonacocous vaccine and 
Staphylocous vaccine. Duty was assessed 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 65 ot the tariff act of 199 as a 
medicinal preparation. It was claimed to 
be free of duty under paragraph 704 as 
vaccine virus. On the authority of a pre- 
vious case the protest was sustained. 


Linoleum. 


Duty was collected on linoleum imported 
by T. J. Keveney & Co. at the rate of 2 
cents per square yard and 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provision in para- 
graph 347, tariff act of 199 It was 
cluimed to be dutiable at the rate of 8 
cents per square yard and 15 per cent. ad 
valorem under the same paragraph. The 
board, on the authority of a precedent, 
decided adversely to the contention of the 
protestants, 


Gelatin. 


Gelatine in large sheets was held duti- 
able at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem 
under the tariff act of 1909 by the United 
States Board of General Appraisers. The 
merchandise was imported by the Ameri- 
can Express Company which claimed that 
it had not commercial or trade designa- 
tion under the term “gelatin in sheets,’’ 
and claimed that the merchandise should 
be allowed entry at 25 per cent. ad valorem 
under the provision of “‘gelatin.”” The ma- 
jority decision was adverse to the im- 
poster, and hence the protest was over- 
ruled.

Senator Perkins, of California, long a 
member of the Committee on Naval Af- 


fairs of the Senate, and now chairman of 
that committee, has introduced a bill, 8. 


4795, intended to increase the efficiency of 
the Medical Department of the United 
States Navy. 

The purport of the bill is “that a medi- 
cal reserve corps, to be a constituent part 
of the Medical Department of the Navy, 
is hereby established under the same pro- 
visions in all respects (except as may be 
necessary to adapt the said provisions of 


the navy) as those providing a medical 
reserve corps for the army and as set 
forth in the act to increase the efficiency 
of the Medical Department of the United 
States Army, approved April 23, 1908.”’

Production of Quicksilver in 1911. 
Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 

Preliminary figures collected by H.. D. 
McCaskey, of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, from the individual producers 
show that the domestic production of 
quicksilver in 1911 was 21,821 flasks of 75 
pounds each, valued, at the average San 
Francisco domestic price for the year of 
$46.01, at $1,003,984. A comparison of these 
figures with the final figures published by 
the Survey for 1910 shows a gain of 1,220 
flasks and of $45,831 in value. There were 
22 mines producing in 1911, of which 19 
are in California. 

The production for 1912 will probably 
show little change in the aggregate from 
that for 1911, but there may be a slight 
tendency toward increase. The present 
producers, however, with a few excep- 
tions, can probably not materially in- 
crease their normal output. 

Owing to the break-up of the arrange- 
ments between most of the domestic pro- 
ducers and the selling company for the 


marketing of the output, prices fluctuated 
considerably in 1911, owing principally to 
the discove of the absence of reserve 
stocks and limited domestic supplies, and 
to independent sales by the larger pro- 
ducers. Frequently the demand consider- 
ably outran the supply and prices rose 
sharply. The average domestic price for 
the year was $6.01 at San Francisco, 
against $46.51 in 1910, $45.46 in 1909, $44.17 
in 1908, and $39.60 in 1907. 

Exports of quicksilver from the United 
States in 1911 are estimated, from the rec- 
ords of the Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, at 22,- 
700 pounds, valued at $14,000. In 1910 the 
exports were 144,237 pounds, valued at $91,- 
077. This notable decrease in exports and 
the equally notable increase in imports 
were due chiefly to the lack of domestic 
supplies for consumption and the conse- 
quent temporary rise in price. According 
to figures of the Bureau of Statistics the 
imports for the first six months of 1911 
were 361,149 pounds, valued at $190,999. _Al- 
though it is not expected that the final 
figures will show an equal rate of impor- 
tation for the remainder of the year, the 
total pagorte for 1911 may be estimated 
at 700, pounds, valued at $370,000, 
against imports of only 667 pounds, valued 
at $3881, in 1910. Quicksilver from Mexico 
is reported among the imports for 1911.

If such a thing were possibie the 
local market for linseed oil was duller 
this week than it was the week before. 
It was thought the limit had been 
reached when last week had closed, but 
there are dealers who believe this week 
was even more stagnant and that both 
actual trades and inquiries were 
fewer. In markets that were altogether 
lifeless comparisons are of no avail. 
At the close of the week linseed oil 
could be bought a trifle cheaper than 
a week ago, but the sagging scale 
brought out no buyers. Very few trans- 
actions were recorded and these were 
exclusively for very small lots—rarely 
exceeding twenty barrels. If there were 
any car lot sales caine 4 in this market 
during the week they were not re- 
ported and must have been at shaded 
figures. While the quotation for car- 
lots wis 72 cents, it is improbable that 
a bid of 71 cents would have been re- 


fused. Oi] in 5 barrel lots and upward 
was sold at 72@73 cents, the former 
figure being the concession for one 


fair sized lot. 

The lower tendency in the market is 
entirely in sympathy with the foreign 
oil and seed markets and the Western 
seed markets. During the first four 
days of the week the oil markets in 
England and on the Continent showed 
Steady declines, and our market was 
weak; on Friday there was a slight 
bracing up and our tone steadied. The 
same was true of the seed markets 
both at home and in the Argentine. 
This close attendance upon the seed 
markets shows the lack ,of definite 
opinion or direction among those who, 
as a rule, act upon fixed ideas, This 
uncertainty is also indicated by the 
lack of interest in futures. No con- 
sumer seems willing to provide for the 
coming season at present figures al- 
though it is generally recognized that 
prices are rather below rather than 
above the parity with seed. There are 
few inquiries for forward positions and 
no offers are being made _ beyond 
February-March delivery.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Linseed cake was neither so active 
nor so strongly held this week as dur- 
ing the past few. The export demand 
appears to have been well filled for 
the moment and inquiries for forward 
shipment are not numerous. Prices 
naturally have sagged a bit and quo- 
tations now are $38@38.50 per ton. 
Following the lead of cake meal is 
also less strong and is quoted at $39@ 
40 a ton. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


Only trivial variations were recorded 
in cotton oil prices during the week 
and trading was not of a character to 
inspire new interest. Professional 
operators have found the market rather 
“slim picking,’’ while other classes of 
traders have shown little disposition to 
increase their commitments on either 
side. The paramount factor at present 
is the position of crude oil in the 
South. The advance of the season has 
brought out -no freer offerings and 
the conservative policy adopted by the 
crushers is fully reflected in the absence 
of hedge pressure on refined oil. It is 
admitted that unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions during a greater part of Janu- 
ary restricted the seed movement, but 
the last ten days has seen decided im- 
provement in the roads and yet there 
has been no plethoric shipments of 
seed from plantations. The object les- 
son taught the mills last season, when 
every ton of seed crushed represented 
a loss, is apparently bearing fruit, be- 
cause crude oil is not being offered 
unless the actual seed is in sight, In 
some quarters it was stated that the 
cotton oil companies had purchased 
over 75 per cent. of their requirements 
of seed and that the remaining 25 per 
cent. will not be of vital importance. If 
this is so a great deal more crude oil 
has evidently been sold than is 
generally expected. In other circles it 
is believed that considerable, perhaps 
45 per cent, of the seed to be used for

crushing purposes, is yet unsold and 
that its eventual marketing will have 
a very depressing influence on crude 
oil prices. One thing is certain and that 
is the quality of seed is poor and the 
refusal of farmers to sell will not tend 
to improve its character. A well or- 
ganized movement is apparently on 
foot in several sections of the South to 
decrease cotton acreage. This will nat- 
urally increase the amount of seed for 
crushing. Under all these conditions 
it is not surprising that sentiment is 
mixed and that trade expressions por- 
tray ‘so much diversion.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—After 
displaying an irregular tendency early 
in the week, the market hardened and 
final quotations showed practically no 
variation from those of the previous 
week, The consuming demand con- 
tinues light, although a better volume 
of inquiries was noted late in the in- 
terval, Unfavorable weather has re- 
stricted buying from the paint and 
allied industries and most of the 
week's business has been of routine 
character. The feeling as portrayed by 
trade expressions is hopeful and im- 
provement in demand is expected as 
the spring season approaches. Exports 
for the month of December’ were 
2,190,116 gallons, valued at $1,084,511, 
compared to 832,212 gallons, valued at 
$646,961, for the same month in 1910. 
Exports for twelve months ending with 
December amounted to 18,197,659 gal- 
lons, valued at $10,937,262, against 14,- 
252,322 gallons, valued at $9,627,428, and

1909, respectively. The United Kingdom 
was the largest foreign consumer, the 
Netherlands were second and Belguim 
third.

Kenyon Alcohol Prohibition Bill 


Discussed. 


Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 


A renewal of the discussion of Federal 
and State control of liquors has been 
brought about in the Committee on the 
Judiciary of the United States Senate 
over the bill recently introduced by Sen- 
ator Kenyon, of lowa. For several years 
this and other committees of the Senate 
and House have had before them meas- 
ures which have sought to effect in one 
form or another the control of interstate 
traftic in liquors, and some of the leading 
lawyers of the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, afier a careful investigation of the 
subject and an exhaustive study of the 
Constitution and decisions of the courts, 
have reached different conclusions with 
respect to the powers of the Federal Gov- 
crnmeiit and of the States bearing on in- 
terstate traffic in liquors and other prod- 
ucts, 

About three years ago such notable 
members of the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary as the present Secretary of 
State, Mr. Knox, and Senators Bacon, of 
Georgia; Rayner, of Maryland; Nelson, of 
Minnesota, and others prepared elaborate 
opinions giving the conclusions they 
reuched on the subject of interstate traf- 
tic and where the power of the Federal 
Government begins and ends. These opin- 
ions were given by the Senators after an 
examination into all the decisions of the 
State and Federal courts and the Supreme 
Court of the United States in a variety 
of cases wherein the State sought to con- 
trol liquor traffic within its borders, 
where the Federal Government has passed 
upon the question of what constitutes in- 
terstate traffic, and where the control by 
the Federal Government under the com- 
merce clause begins and ends, and where 
the police power of the State attaches to 
commodities shipped in interstate com- 
merce, The weight of opininn given by 
these Senators tavored the idea that the 
control by Congress of interstate com- 
merce attaches to all products shipped 
between the Stsa.es, and, in accordance 
with the doctrine reached by the Supreme 
Court in what is known as the original 
package case, the Federal control con- 
tinues with respect to the packages 
shipped in interstate commerce until after 
the original package is broken on its ar- 
rival within a State and the contents of 
such package is mingled with the general 
goods and property within the State.. 

The Kenyon bill that is now under con- 
sideration before the Senate committee 
approaches the subject from a new angle. 
{t attempts to prohibit absolutely the 
shipment of liquor into a State or district 
where prohibition or local option prevails 
if such liquor shall be shipped “for un- 
lawful purposes.”’ 

Hearings ure in progress before the Sen- 
ate Committee on the Judiciary regarding 
this bill and what is sought to be accom- 
plished thereby. It is interesting to note 
that the members of the committee in put- 
ting questions to men and women from 
all parts of the country who have ap- 
peared in support of the bill, sought to 
induce the advocates of the measure to 
differentiate between shipments of wheat 
or other harmless products and _ liquor, 
which may or may not be harmless ac- 
eerding to the views of those who con- 
sume it. The contention of those who 
favor the bill is that Congress has power 


to regulate interstate commerce up to the 
point of prohibition. It is not disclosed, 
however, by those advocates whether they 
discover any difference between the prohi- 
bition which Congress has_ enforced 
against traftic in certain commodities ac- 
tually applies or can be made to apply 
to an article that has not been pronounced 
connie to the health or morals of the 
people.

Brantley Trade Mark Bill Reported 
Favorably. 


WILL PREVENT THE ADOPTION OF EM- 
BLEM, FLAG OR INSIGNIA OF A SO- 
CIETY OR ORGANIZATION AS A 
TRADE-MARK OR BRAND FOR MER- 
CHANDISE. 

Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 

The Committee on Patents of the House 
of Representatives has made a favorable 
report upon a bill introduced by Represen- 
tative Brantley, of Georgia, making im- 
portant amendments in the act authoriz- 
ing the registration of trade-marks used 
in the commerce of the United States, 
both domestic and foreign. 

The Brantley bill amends section 5 of 
the patent law in material particulars, 
the object and purpose of which amend- 
ments are set forth in a report made by 
Representative Morrison, from the Com- 
mittee on Fatents, as follows:— 


The Committee on Patents, to which was 
referred the bill (H. R. 10648) to amend the 
amended section 5 of an act to authorize the 
registration of trade-marks used in commerce 
with foreign nations or among the several 
States or with the Indian tribes, and to pro- 
tect the same, submit the following report:— 

‘Section § of the present trade-mark act de- 
nies the right of any one to register as a 
trade-mark, among other things, any mark 
which consists*6f“any design or picture that 
has been or may hereafter be adopted by any 
fraternal scciety as its emblem.’’ 

The purpose and effect of the proposed 

amencment is to extend the restrictive pro- 
visions of the trade-mark act to— 
“any name, distinguishing mark, character, 
emblem, colors, flag or banner adopted by any 
institution, organization, club or society which 
was incorporeted in any State in the United 
States prior to the date of the adoption and 
use by the applicant: Provided, That said 
name, distinguishing mark, character, em- 
blem, colors, flag or banner was adopted and 
publicly used by said institution, organization, 
club or society vrior to the date of adoption 
and use by the applicant.’’ 

The occasion for the proposed amendment is 
the fact that certain persons have attempted 
to register as commercial trade-marks, under 
the trade-mark act, certain emblems which 
were long since adopted by certain social and 
other organizations and have long been pub- 
licly used as such. The organizations sought 
to be protected are non-manufacturing and non- 
commercial. They neither make nor sell mer- 
handise, They cannot protect themselves by 
r stering their own emblems as trade-marks, 
Such socicty canrot in the nature of things 
establish that it is ‘‘the owner of a trade-mark 
used in commerce with foreign nations, or 
among the several States, or with Indian 
tribes’’ nor can it designate ‘‘the class of 
merchandise and the particular description of 
goods comprised in such class to which the 
trade-mark is appropriated.’’ 

Long use of the particular emblem by a suc- 
cessful and popular society gives it peculiar 
value as a trade-mark on lines of merchandise 
which the society or its members have been 
accustomed to purchase as incident to or in 
aid of the activities of the society. It is the 
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object of the applicant to deny to all other 
persons the right to supply such merchandise 
to the society or its members bearing the em- 
blem of the society. 

This is intended to compel the society and 
its members to purchase of the holder of the 
trade-mark at his price, pay to him a price 
named by him for the use on merchandise of 
their own emblem, or abandon its use. 

The holder of the trade-mark would be en- 
abled to hold out his merchandise, good or 
bad, before the public as having the approval 
or indorsement of a society in which the pub- 
lic has confidence, but with which the holder 
of the trade-mark has no connection. The 
public should be protected against such impo- 
sition. 

The impending bill is recommended by. the 
Commissioner of Patents and supported by all 
members of the Committee on Patents. 


The full text of the Brantley bill, as it 
is favored by the committee in the fore- 
going report, is as follows:— 

3e it enacted, etc., that the act approved 
February 20, 1905, as amended, be, and the 
same is hereby further amended so that sec- 
tion 5 thereof shall read as follows:— 

Sec. 5. That no mark by which the goods of 
the owner of the mark may be distinguished 
from other goods of the same class shall be 
refused registration as a trade-mark on ac- 
count of the nature of such mark unless such 
mark— 

(a) Consists of or comprises immoral or scan- 
dalous matter, 

(b) Consists of or comprises the flag or 
coat of arms or other insignia of the United 
States or any simulation thereof, or of any 
State or municipality or of any foreign na- 
tion, or of any design or picture that has been 
or may hereafter be adopted by any fraternal 
society as its emblem, or of any name, dis- 
tinguishing mark. character, emblem, colors, 
flag or banner adopted by any institution, or- 
ganization, club or society which was incor- 
porated in any State in the United States prior 
to the date of the adoption and use by the ap- 
plicant: Provided, That said name, distin- 
guishing mark, character, emblem, colors, flag 
or banner was adopted and publicly used by 
said institution, organization, club or society 
prior to the date of adoption and use by the

Phonolith as a Fertilizer. 
Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 


Consul-General Robert P. Skinner writes 
from Hamburg to the Bureau of Manu- 
factures concerning the activity in Ger- 
many at the present time in the direction 
of the development of commercial fertili- 
zers. Mr. Skinner says:— 


Much interest has been aroused in Ger- 
many by the recent active efforts of com- 
petitors of the potash syndicate to finance 
their undertakings and to market a sub- 
stitute fertilizer called ‘“‘phonolith.” The 
constituent proportions appear to be 2 per 
cent. of water, 50 per cent. of silicic acid, 
7 per cent. of oxide of iron, 18 per cent. of 
clay, 4 per cent. to 5 per cent. of lime, 1 
per cent. of magnesia, 8 per cent. to 10 per 
eent.. of potash, and 6 per cent. of soda. 
There seem to be strong differences of opin- 
ion in regard to the merit of this silicate 
of potash, one side maintaining that it Is 
of little practical value and the other side 
stating that the potash syndicate is alarmed 
and is endeavoring to discredit a valuable 
commercial article and one which can be 
sold on much lower terms than potash. It 
is claimed that the available supply of 
phonolith, which is found in the Eifel Moun- 
tains, is practically unlimited, that it can 
be mined and ground for $4.76 per carload, 
and that it is in fact now sold for $35.70 
per carload, 

It is claimed that this fertilizer can be

used upon such crops as potatoes, tobacco, 
grapes, fruit trees, and vegetables whiéh are 
sensitive to potash. The first trials were 
made in 1906, when it was discovered that 
it must be used for top-soil fertilizing after 
the fields have been planted. In canay. soil 
it may be slightly harrowed in. The amount 
recommended for use is 1,200 to 2,400 Ger- 
man pounds per hectare (1,320 to 2,640 avoir- 
dupois pounds per 2.47104 acres). Profs. 
Wein and Hiltner, of Munich, state that 
phonolith should be used rather as supple- 
mentary to than as a substitute for potash 
fertilizing. Dr. Brenner, of Altona, on the 
other hand, looks upon phonolith as a direct 
competitor of potash. In commercial circles 
it is stated that the potash syndicate would 
not permit its dealers to handle phonolith 
and issued pamphlets declaring it to he 
without merit.

SENATOR GALLINGER PROPOSES AMEND- 
MENTS TO THH PURE FOOD AND 
DRUGS ACT—FURNISHES DEFINITIONS 
OF “FOOD” AND OF “DRUG” AS USED 
IN THE LAW. 

Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 


The indications are that there may be 
some activity at the Senate end of the 
Capitol in regard to proposed changes in 
the Pure Food and Drugs law. The Com- 
mittee on Manufactures of the Senate, be- 
fore whom these questions will be consid- 
ered, has not yet taken any action with 
respect to any measures pending against 
it, and may not do so until after the 
House of Representatives has acted. 


The latest move in the Senate in regard 
to the Pure Food and Drugs law amend- 
ments is embodied in a bill (4856) pre- 
sented by Senator Gallinger, of New 
fHlampshire. The interesting features of 
Mr. Gallinger’s bill are that it includes 
the Homoepathic Pharmacopeia of the 
United States in addition to the National 
Formulary, and also a definition of the 
term “food.’”’ The provisions of the Gal- 
linger bill are directed to sections 6 and 7 
of the act, and are given more than ordi- 
nary significance by the fact that Sena- 
tor Gallinger was for many years a prac- 
ticing physician before he entered the 
Senate, and his attitude with respect to 
legislation involving pure food and drug 
matters naturally attracts more attention 
than would similar measures brought be- 
fore the Senate by Senators who have not 
such experience. Senator Gallinger’s bill 
is as follows:— 


Be it enacted, etc., that the Food and Drugs 
Act (June 30, 1906) be amended as follows:— 

Amend section 6 by inserting after the words 
“or National Formulary’ the words ‘‘or in 
the Homeopathic Pharmacopeia of the United 
States,’’ so that the section so amended shall 
read:— 

Sec. 6. That the term ‘‘drug’’ as used in 
this act shall include all medicines and prep- 
arations recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopeeia for internal or external use, and 
any substance or mixture of substance in- 
tended to be used for the cure, mitigation or 
prevention of disease of either man or other 
animals. 

The term ‘‘food’’ as used herein shall in- 
clude all articles used for food, drink, confec- 
tionery or condiment by man or other animais, 
whether simple, mixed or compound,

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Feb. 3, 1912. 


Nearly all of the grades of the East- 
ern fields have scored advances within 
the week, and it is seldom that the 
crude market has been under such 
strengthening conditions as have mark- 
ed the developments of the last four 
weeks. Of principal significance has 
been the further appreciation in the 
high grades of Pennsylvania crude to 
$1.50, the highest point the market has 
reached since November 6, 1909, when 
a decline of five cents to $1.48 was an- 
nounced. The lower grades of Pennsyl- 
vania crude are similarly higher, rang- 
ing from ninety-five cents to $1.12. Ad- 
vances have been scored in the Lima 
and Indiana products by three cents, 
bringing Northern Lima to ninety-two 
cents and South Lima and Indiana to 
eighty-seven cents, and Princeton, 
Indiana, to seventy-five cents, Illinois 
crude has also been advanced three 
cents, establishing the higher grade to 
seventy-five cents and the lower grade 
sixty-five cents. The increase in 
Kansas and Oklahoma from fifty-five 
to fifty-seven cents was noted pre- 
viously. The light. Corsicana, the 
Electra and Henrietta varieties of the 
Texas field have been established at an 
advance to sixty cents. The continued 
upward trend of the crude market is 
justified on the theory of the steadily 
decreasing production of what had been 
the most threatening fields, namely, 
the mid-continent and Illinois, where 
the output seems to have reached its 
high level. The production of the high 
grade fields has shown a steady de- 
crease during the last few years. At 
the close of October, 1909, the stocks of 
the Pennsylvania and Lima crude were 
placed at approximately 9,500,000 bar- 
rels, and the runs from the same fields 
reached 88,500 barrels a day. At this 
time the stocks are placed at 6,500,000 
barrels and the runs have fallen to 
70,500 barrels as the daily average. 

The summary of the week’s oper- 
ations in the Eastern fields shows a 
material decline in completed work 
with a less proportionate decrease in 
new production. The current returns 
are eighty-seven completions, twenty- 
five dry holes and an‘ average daily 
production of 5,722 barvels, as compar- 
ed with 116 completions, thirty-seven 
dry holes and 6,282 barrels of new 
production of the previous week. De- 
velopments in the Kanawha county 
field of West Virginia during the week 
under review have eclipsed all records 
of the new pool. Several completions 
of the gusher type have marked the 
week’s operations there, one of which 
was credited with producing 1,950 bar- 
rels in twenty-three hours, coming in 
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at the rate of 100 barrels an hour, 
Other late wells are estimated from 300 
to 700 barrels a day. The tankage in 
the field has been hopelessly inade- 
quate for the exceptional production, 
and nearly all of the wells have been 
shut in a part of the time, so that their 
actual capacity, as well as the total 
production of the field, cannot be defi- 
nitely determined. Estimates place 
the aggregate of the pool at from 12,000 
to 15,000 barrels per day. Pipe line 
facilities are being rushed to the scene, 
and within a few days it is hoped to 
care for nearly all of the pent-up 
production, Other developments of in- 
terest in the West Virginia field during 
the week have been the completion of a 
thirty-barrel producer in Roane county 
from the Big Lion formation, whereas 
all of the wells in that section have 
found their pay in the Big Injun for- 
mation, and the showing for a ten- 
barrel pumper as the result of a test 
well in Jackson county. 

In Pennsylvania town lot develop- 
ments at Canonsburg, Washington 
county, continue the feature of oper- 
ations, but no wells of unusual ca- 
pacity or marking any extension of 
the defined limits have been recorded. 
Allegheny county was credited with a 
twenty-five-barrel well, the best found 
in the old district for a number of 
years. Two good producers have 
rewarded drilling in the new Straitsville 
district of Perry county, Southeastern 
Ohio, during the week, each reported 
good for 300 barrels a day. In Hocking 
county the completion of two fine gas 
wells is regarded as opening possi- 
bilities for gas in a new locality. Con- 
siderable new work is under way in the 
latter county. In the Bremen-Junctijon 
City field of Perry county, one of the 
best producers of recent months has 
been brought in, placing to its credit 
175 barrels the first twenty-four hours 
after agitation. A wildcat venture in 
Licking county was reported, showing 
for a ten-barrel pumper, the oil of dark 
variety being found at a depth of 2,721 
feet. The month’s report on January 
operations in the Pennsylvania fields 
shows a material decline in com- 
pletions, but a steady gain in new 
production, and the average capacity 
per well reached nearly twenty-five and 
one-half barrels, the highest mark in 
several years. The December average 
was about eight and one-half barrels. 

The week’s returns from the Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana note a decrease in completed 
work as well as in new production. 
Prospects in the Ohio end, however, 
are more favorable for field work with 
the upward trend of crude values, The 
most interesting district of the North- 
western Ohio section is the Tiffin field 
of Seneca county. Operations in In-

During January there was a 
decline in completions and new produc- 
tion in the Northwestern Ohi d, 
and the average per successful well 
fell to 12.47 barrels, as compared with 
19.77 barrels in Decembet hKighteen 
wells were abandoned last month. In 
Indiana three of the five completions 
during January were dry the 
two successful wells having a _ total 
daily production of five bar- 
rels. The average of the December oll 
wells was 13.67 barrels. Field work is 
still impeded in Kentucky, as the re- 
sult of unfavorable weather conditions, 
but in the upper districts several good 
strikes have been recently encounter- 
ed, the best result being experien« ed in 
Wolf county. The northeastern section 
promises to develop into a centre of 
activity following the bringing in of 
two good gas wells in Boyd county. 
Lawrence county is also a promising 
field for spring operations, There was 
a slight gain in completed work in the 
Kentucky fields during January, but 
with a decline in the new production 
the average per successful well last 
month fell to 12.20 barrels, as against 
24.17 barrels in December. There has 
been no revival of development work 
in Illinois, although weather conditions 
have been reported as more favorable. 
Wildcat drilling will, it is believed, re- 
ceive new impetus with the spring as a 
result of the more favorable crude 
market. The Carlyle pool of Clinton 
county continues on its downward 
course, but two wells having been com- 
pleted there during the week, showing 
a total daily production of 160 barrels. 
The deep sand fields of Lawrence 
county have been the most active, with 
nine completions and a new production 
of 810 barrels. The January report on 
the Illinois field shows a decline in 
completed work, but a gain in new 
production, bringing the average per 
well to 52.62 barrels, as compared with 
38.13 barrels in December. 

Our mid-continent correspondent re- 
ports considerable work in progress 
over the field, but as the work is scat- 
tered over a vast territory and is 
chiefly of a wildcat nature, the general 
field has a quiet appearance. The up- 
ward trend of crude values has stimu- 
lated confidence in the realization of a 
seventy-five-cent market before the 
year is far advanced. Field stocks are 
said to be almost wiped out, and the 
demand for crude seems to be increas- 
ing steadily. One of the most favorable 
conditions of the mid-continent field 
is the rapid gain in gasoline consump- 
tion in Kansas. 

The Gulf Coast fields have presented 
some fairly good producers, one of the 
best of recent completions being credit- 
ed to the Jennings field of Louisiana 
which started at the rate of 1,200 bar- 
rels a day. The Caddo field furnished 
two favorable results in wells reported 
good for 30v and 200 barrels a day, 
respectively. In the Electra field of 
Texas several completions are due in 
the next few days. The output of the 
Electra field, according to a recent re- 
port, amounted to 10,800 barrels. The 
Electra product is now regularly listed 
at 60 cents, on the same basis as Corsi- 
cana light and Henrietta oil. The 
Gulf Coast field had to its credit during 
January 42 completions, 11 dry holes 
and 2 gas wells and a new daily pro- 
duction of 12,690 barrels. 

The December report on the 
fornia fields shows a total output of 
7,446,041 barrels, a daily average of 
240,195 barrels, as compared with 7,210,- 
297 barrels, a daily average of 240,343 
barrels in November. There were 62 
completions during December, credited 
with a daily production of 10,335 bar- 
rels, as compared with 56 wells in No- 
vember with a total of 8,771 barrels. 
The most favorable feature of the De- 
cember report is the big gain in con- 
sumption, which amounted to 6,995,432 
barrels, a gain of 693,450 over the No- 
vember record, and reaching by far 
the highest level ever recorded in the 
history of the State’s industry. The 
increase in stocks during De- 
cember amounted to 450,600 barrels, as 
compared with 608,315 barrels previous- 
ly, leaving the total stocks at the close 
of the year 42,699,502 barrels. Field op- 
erations indicate that a real movement 
toward curtailment in new work has 
been inaugurated, and the outlook is 
regarded with more encouragement 
than has been noted for’ several 
months. 
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Refined and Products. 


The local market for illuminating oils 
has taken a further long stride in its 
recovering tendency within the week, 
the opening bringing an advance of 
twenty-five points in the export sched- 
ule covering all containers and followed 
by an enhancement of thirty points in 
cases on Wednesday. Revised quota- 
tions are 4.60c. in bulk, 8.10c. in barrels 
and 9.90c. in cases for 110 test and 1c. 
higher for 150 test. The prevailing 
figures establish a high level for bulk 
since November 6, 1909, when a decline 
of ten points to 4.55¢c. took effect and 
for cases since September. 2, 1910, when 
a fifteen point reduction brought the 
market to the same basis as at pres- 
ent. Significant in the course of the 
market has been the further advance 
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in the high grades of crude, and with 
this influence may be associated the 
upward trend of values for refined in 
the foreign markets and the steady de- 
cline in crude production at the lead- 
ing sources abroad. The widespread 
disturbance to which the market for 
illuminating oils was subjected a cou- 
ple of years by the intensity of com- 
petition between domestic and foreign 
refiners appears to have been prac- 
tically abated by the conditions which 
have developed within the last few 
months. The export movement from 
the local pert for the week was rela- 
tively light, 4,684,070 gallons against 10,- 
066,755 gallons, prevoiusly. The current 
outlet comprised 2,720,000 gallons in 
bulk. Charters for forward shipment 
covered 220,000 cases during the week, 
all for Brazil ports, March loading from 
New York. 

The feature of the week’s develop- 
ments in the naphthas has been the 
further advance in the export schedule 
covering stove gasoline by one cent 
and 68@72 and 73@76 degrees naphthas 
by one-half cent. Full figures are 
given in our record of closing quota- 
tions published in another column. 
The continued upward trend of crude 
values and the well sustained consum- 
ing outlet of the products were the fac- 
tors for the appreciation. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during the past week 
with refined petroleum, naphtha and 
gas oil in bulk. The British steamer 
Potomac for Avonmouth with 1,550,000 
gallons gas oil; the German steamer 
Phoebus for Flushing with 1,800,000 gal- 
lons refined and 975,000 gallons naphtha, 
and the Dutch steamer La Campine 
for Antwerp with 925,000 gals refined 
and 175,050 gallons naphtha. 


Lubricating Oils. 


The market continues to command 
more favorable attention on the main- 
tenance of the upward tendency of 
crude values, but the advance of 20c. 
in the latter during the last four weeks 
has failed to reflect any tangible effect 
upon quotations for the lubricants. It 
is believed that with a further slight 
appreciation in crude a higher level 
will prevail for the lubricant products. 
The demand has lately shown more 
animation both for home and export 
account.

California Oil Report for December. 


Complete returns from the various California 
fields of operations for December, 1911, show 
that the last month of the year was the ban- 
ner month so far as output was concerned, 
but while the output was the largest, the con- 
sumption also shows a big gain and the over- 
production is cut down to one-fourth of what 
it was six months ago. The field operations 
also show that a real movement toward cur- 
tailment in new work has begun, and alto- 
gether the outlook for the new year is not so 
dark as it might be. 

PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION. 

The total output for all fields for December 
was 7,446,041 barrels, with a daily average of 
240,195 barrels, as compared with 7,210,297 
barrels, with a daily average of 240,343 bar- 
rels in November. This is an increase for the 
month of 235,744 barrels, vut counting the ex- 
tra day in December the output was about the 
same as for the previous month. Although the 
new production for the month amounted to 
10,335 barrels, this did not count much in the 
general results, and the output was probably 
settled production. 

The valley fields yielded the greater part of 
the month’s output; in fact, more than three- 
fourths of the entire amount. The total for 
these fields was 5,848,938 barrels, an increase 
over November of 146,474 barrels. Every one 
of the valley fields shows an increase over 
the previous month, Sunset-Midway taking the 
Jead as usual with 2,618,102 barrels to its 
credit, an increase of nearly one million bar- 
rels since the first month of the year. The 
Coalinga field comes second with 1.598.335 
barrels, a gain of 82,000 barrels over Novem- 
ber. Kern River shows a gain for the moath of 
about 11,000 barrels. McKittrick gained 35,000 
barrels, due to the output of the Belle Ridge 
district, which is rapidly vecoming a factor in 
the business, and which’ is included in the 
McKittrick returns. The Lost Hills also 
comes along with an increase over November 
of 14,000 barrels, having a total for December 
of 44,395 barrels. 

The coast flelds show a big decline from the 
November output, the total being 648,835 bar- 
rels, as compared with 675,451 barrels in No- 
vember. The Santa Maria field is the largest 
loser, being 20,000 barrels short of its Novem- 
ber production. Although its new production 
is given as 1,425 barrels a day, this was offset 
by the decline in Cat Canyon, where some of 
the wells have dropped off. The of

There were sixty-two wells completed dur- 
ing the month, which are credited with a daily 
new production of 10,335 barrels, as compared 
with fifty-six wells completed in November, 
with a new production of 8,771 barrels. This 
appears to be a subject for alarm on its face, 
but when it is noted that ‘‘new production’’ 
does not mean ‘‘settled production,’’ and that 
in order to offset the natural decline in old 
wells a large new production must be brought 
in every month, the figures there are no cause 
for worry. The largest increase is in the Sun- 
set-Midway field—3,980 barrels—but from thirty- 
five wells the average will be seen to be small 
for this field. Fullerton shows the next largest 
increase, with 2,700 barrels from four wells 
completed. One of these wells was brought in 
by the Amalgamated Oil Company, and is 
credited with a daily output of 1,700 barrels. 
Santa Maria shows 1,425 barrels of new pro- 
duction from three wells, one of which—the 
Union Oil Company’s—started at 1,100 barrels 
a day. McKittrick furnishes a new production 
of 1,020 barrels froin six wells, but two of 
these are in the Belle Ridge district and are 
eredited with 500 and 300 barrels, respectively. 
The Lost Hille fleld also furnished one well 
doing 300 barrels.

FIELD OPERATIONS. 


There is a perceptible decrease in drilling no- 
ticeable in the figures for December, and, al- 
though there were more new rigs built during 
the month than in November the number of 
drilling wells on which work is being sus- 
pended will more than offset the new ones 
starting up. The recent announcement that 
the Standard will hereafter accept no oil from 
independent producing concerns in excess of 
that actually called for in their contracts is 
sure to have the effect of shutting down on 
drilling and the coming months may see a 
still further decline. 

There were 497 wells drilling on December 
31, as compared with 538 a month previous, a 
decrease in the number of forty-one, In the 
Midway field alone there was a decrease of 
twenty-one. Santa Paula lost eight and 
Santa Maria seven in the number of drilling 
wells. The total number of new rigs built 
during the months was sixty-eight, onlv six 
more than were built in November. Thirty- 
five of these were in the Sunset-Midway field, 
mostly on the properties of the big concerns, 
none of which show any inclination to let up 
any in new work. The wells completed during 
the month numbered sixty-two, and thirtv-five 
of these were in the Sunset-Midway field. There 
were eleven wells abandoned jin all fields during 
the month, four of which were in the Santa 
Maria fleld. The Fullerton and the Lost Hills 
districts are the most active of any at present 
and there has never been any indication of 
curtailing work in either.

The Standard has never used its big surplus 
stock to bear down prices so far, but its re- 
cent bid on a contract in competition with the 
Union on San Francisco Bay indicates that 
it may adopt such a policy in order to get busi- 
ness. The contract in question called for a 
large amount of oil for a term of years, The 
Union’s bid was 74 cents per barrel—the pre- 
vailing price—and the Standard’s figure was 
cents, a cut of 10 cents a barrel. The 
Standard secured the business. Whether it 
will continue this policy is not known, but no 
one doubts but that the company is in a fair 
position now to begin. Besides its large sur- 
plus, it has a big production of its own now 
and is drilling for more. It is also buying large 
quantities. The company’s runs amount to 
more than 2,000,000 barrels each month—over 
one-fourth of the State’s total production.

Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


Barbourville, Ky., Jan. 31, 1912. 

Cold weather has put a check into late pe- 
troleum operations in the Kentucky districts. 
The fields of Eastern Kentucky have been 
covered with a heavy coating of snow the 
greater part of the week and the accompany- 
ing cold has greatly retarded drilling opera- 
tions. The beginning of new wells in the 
mountainous districts has been almost an im- 
possibility, on account of the difficulty of mov- 
ing drilling machinery over the frozen high- 
ways, and much new work that was proposed 
will have to pass until conditions are more 
favorable. 

The upper Kentucky districts have come to 
the front with some good strikes lately. The 
old Wolfe county district last week ‘‘came 
back’’ with the best completion of the year in 
that end of the field, a well in the Campton 
pool furnishing a production of thirty barrels 
in the deep sand. It was only recently that de- 
velopments were resumed in that section, the 
better crude oil prices serving as an incentive. 
Much new work will be undertaken later in 
the year, and the field is expected to resume 
its old-time appearance of activity. 

In the northeastern section some surprises 
have lately been developed and that section of 
the State will be a center of activity in the 
months to come. In Boyd county two new com- 
pletions have developed into good gas wells, 
one being at a depth of 475 feet and a second 
one being finished at 602 feet. The first well 
showed a fair amount of oil and it will be 
shot in the oil sand. These strikes furnish 
a good line on an untested region which may be 
developed into a profitable petroleum field as 
drilling progresses. In the Lawrence county 
district, south of Boyd, no new completions 
have been recorded, but several recently drilled 
wells have been shot and show a paying quan- 
tity of oil. A number of wells are being 
pumped, and in anticipation of the early ex- 
tension of a pipe line to the new district the 
eight or ten companies engaged in developments 
will get as big a settled production as possible 
for the pipe line company. A number of new 
wells are proposed for the Lawrence county 
district and will be commenced as soon a: 
drilling machinery is moved to the new loca 
tions. 

The Wayne county district, in lower Ken 
tucky, contributed a number of rood strikes to 
the week’s new production. In the Mount 
Pisgah district, within the proven limits. a 
thirtv-barrel strike was made last week. This 
is ithe best strike of the month in Wayne 
county. Two completions of ten barrels’ ca- 
pacity each were made in the Steubensville 
neo, Little new work has been started in 
Wavne county during the past week, but wide- 
spread developments will be started just as 
soon as weather conditions permit. In the 
Cumberland county district, adioining Wayne, 
some new test work is under wav, New Yorkers 
conducting the work. The rising rrice of pe 
troleum is very encouraging to the trade in 
Kentucky, for the first time in two years there 
being an incentive of this nature for prosecut 
ing developments on a larger scale. The fourth

Although at the beginning of the week prices 
on the Russian market tended to weaken, at 
the close they nevertheless became as firm as 
ever. 

The quotation for kerosene declined 4 copeck 
for three months, but for prompt delivery re 
mained stationary at 33 copecks. 

On the figures of the last year the Baku 
production, as far as the old fields are con 
cerned, shows a reduction of about 10 per cent., 
which is not in any way relicved by the large 
increase in production of Surachany and Bina 
gady. The interest of all the Russian pro 
ducers is now centered on the new unex 
ploited lands of the government, which, it is 
hoped, will be granted by concession this year. 
Operations can begin on these new fields al 
most at a moment's notice, but no produc 
tion can be expected before the lapse of two 
years. 

Boring is being energeticaliy carried out at 
the Emba fields, and most of the apparatus 
is being sent there from Guriew, as well as 
Astrakan. The oil from this district resembles 
very closely that of the Baku fields, being at 
one time heavy, at another light in quality

Fewer operations are reported in progress in 


the Indiana fieid than at any time during the 
last fifteen years The only district contribut- 
ing to the week's returns was Oakland City, 
with a SO-barrel producer. 


‘The December production of the Caliloinia 
fields amounted to the largest total of the 
year, 446,041 barrels, a daily average of 
240,1 barreis, aS compared with 7,210,207 
barrels, a daily average of 240,345 bariels, in 
November. The excess Was overcome by a 
heavy gain in consumption during December, 
6,005,452 barrels, or 693,450 barrels over No- 
vember Total stocks at the close of the year 
were 42,699,502 barrels, but 450,600 barrels hav- 
ing been placed in storage during December 









In Seutheastern Ohio two good producers 
have been completed in the New Straitsville 
district, in Coai township, Perry county G. 
O, Chilton & Company’s No. 2 on the New 
York and Western Coal Company’s property 
was reported good for 300 bariels a day. The 
Continental Oil Company's second test on the 
Ambrose Gibbs farm has pveen credited with 
ilowing at the rate of 300 barrels a day. 


In the Gibsonville gas fleld, in Perry town 
ship, Hocking county, O., the Central Contract 
and Finance Company has completed a test 
on the A. Stump farm and has a gasser good 
for 1,500,000 cubic feet a day. Two and one- 
half miles west of the Gibsonville gas field, 
the Ohio Fuel Supply Company has completed 
a test on the W. F. Russell farm and has a 
fine gasser, with an stimated capacity of 
8,000,000 cubic teet a day.

facture, sale, importation and exportation of 
oleomargarine,” approved August 2, 1S8S6,"’ be 
and the some is hereby repealed. 

On the 29c:h ultimo, Mr. Hardwick re 
introduced a bill to repeal the tax on oleo- 
margarine, the only change being the cit- 
ing in the bill of various acts relating to 
oleomargarinve appearing in the statutes at 
large for the past few years, some three 
or four in number, covering the original 
act and various amendments thereto, all 
of which it is the intention of the present 
Hardwick biil to repeal.

Increased arrivals of hogs at West- 
ern packing points and a freer output 
of products had a depressing influence 
during a greater part of the week, al- 
though p firmer feeling developed at 
the close in sympathy with a sharp 
advance in grain, Cash business has 
continued along limited lines and the 
feeling in trade quarters is rather 
bearish. Large consumers displayed a 
conservative attitude while packers 
and other prominent interests seemed 
to be spilling future shipments when- 
ever the absorbing power of the mar- 
ket was sufficient to take offerings. 
Exports of lard for the week amounted 
to 12,001,950 pounds, compared to 12,- 
303,063 pounds for the corresponding 
week last year. City steam iard at the 
close was held at 9@9\%c., prime West- 
ern in tierces at 9%@9'%c., and lard 
compound at 6%c. and up, according 
to brand, quantity and seller.

New Tank Steamer for Gulf Refining 
Company. 


The Gulfoil, as it will be named when 
completed, is at present under construc- 
tion al the yard of the New York Ship- 
building Company, Camden, N. J., and 
while 1ot quiice so large as the Oklahoma, 
belunging to the same owners, this latest 
addition to the Gulf Relining Ccinpaiy s 
fleet will have, with the exception of their 
larger vessel, a greater bulk-oil carrying 
capacity than any other steamer at pres- 
ent operating under the American flag. 

The vessel is being constructed to 
Lloyd's classification and has the follow- 
ing demensions:—Length over ail, 406 feet 
6 inches; beam, 51 feet; depth, 30 feet 2 
inches; is of the two-deck type, having 
raised poop and quarter deck, while the 
expansion trunk is carried above the up- 
per deck, giving additional strength to 
the structure, as well as adding very ma- 
terially to the dryness and comfort of the 
vessel when at sea in heavy weather. 

When fully loaded the vessel will carry 
2,295,000 gallons of oil in bulk, contained in 
22 separate oiltight compartments, in ad- 
dition to which there is also a large cargo 
hold, and smaller compartments, furnish- 
ed with all the necessary cargo booms, 
winches and handling gear, in which bar- 
reled vil or general cargo can be trans- 
ported. 

As on all the vessels operated by the 
Gulf Refining Company, oi wili be used 
as fuel, and will be carried in bunkers 
huving a capacity of 176,000 gallons, so 
arranged, at both ends of the vessel, that 
either cargo or fuel can be carried there- 
in; which arrangement also permits of 
considerable latitude in trimming the boat 
to suit the different conditions of load- 
ing.

Two Paint Bills Now Before Virginia 
Assembly. 


After the forward pages of this issue 
cf the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter con- 
taining the paint bill introduced by Berk- 
eley D. Adams in the Virginia Assembly 
on January 25 had gone to press, we re- 
ceived a copy of a second paint bill in- 
troduced in the Assembly by Mr. Adams 
on Friday afternoon as a substitute for 
his other bill, although the latter bas 
not been withdrawn. Both of these bil.s 
are now in the hands of the Committee on 
Agriculture and Mining, of whicn the 
Hon. Thomas J, Stratton is chairman. A 
hearing has been set by this committee 
for to-morrow at 4 o'clock. 

The Richmond paint trade seenmis to be 
unanimous in opposition to formula legis- 
lation, and they, together with manutac- 
turers from various sections of the coun- 
try, will appear at the hearing to-mor- 
row in opposition to the passage of dras- 
tic legislation. The bill is entitled:—A 
bill to regulate the manufacture, storage 
and sale of spirits of curpentine, linseed 
oil, paints, ete., and substitutes and imi- 
tations thereof, fixing standards tor raw 
and boiled linseed oil, defining the words 
“pure spirits of turpentine’ and the word 
“paints,’’ providing for labeling, provid- 
ing for the enforcement of this act and 
expenses thereof, and the examination of 
samples of turpentine, raw and boiled lin- 
seed oil and paints.

sub-committee of the Interstate 
Committee which will handle 
of amendments to the Pure 
Food and Drugs law met to-day and 
divided the bills before the committee

First, foods; second, railway traffic and rates; 
third, interstate corporations and regulations 
of; fourth, safety appliances; fifth, aids to nav- 
igation, and sixth, miscellaneous. 

The first subject will be pure foods and 
drugs, and Dr, Wiley will come before 
the committee probably the first of the 
week after next, and then manufacturers 
and dealers all over the United States 
who care to be heard. Hearings will be 
arranged for these according to the 
classes of foods and drugs in which they 
are interested. These hearings will begin 
immediately after the passage of the 
Panama Canal bill, probably the week 
after next.

Cadmium Sulphide Held to be a 


Pigment.

opinion by Judge Martin, the 

Customs Appeals on a case 
brought by B, F. Drakenfeld & Co. vs. 
the United States, sustains the decision 
of the Board of General Appraisers, which 
overruled a protest by the importers in 
which the contention was made that an 
importation of merchandise called ‘‘cad- 
mium sulphide,’’ sometimes called cad- 
mium yellow, was duitable at 25 per cent. 
ad valorem as a chemical compound or 
salt, not specially provided for, within 
the terms of paragraph 8 of the tariff act 
of 1897. The collector classified the impor- 
tation as a pigment or color under para- 
graph 58 of the act and duty was assessed 
at 30 per cent, ad valorem, 

The court says that during the progress 
of this exuse in the court the appellant im- 
porters advised the court “that they do 
not insist unon their claim for free entry 
of the importation as cadmium, but rely 
wholly upon the claim that the article is 
a chemical compound or salt, not spe- 
cially provided for, and therefore dutiable 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem.” Both claims 
were made for free entry in the protests 
against the classification by the collector, 
which was denied by the board. 

After stating these facts regarding the 
origin and the issues involved in the case 
the court says:— 

It seems from the testimony and authorities 
that the article at bar is certainly a pigment 
or color, and that it is also just as certainly a 
chemical compound or salt; and it might aptly 
be classified under either of the competing par- 
agraphs in the absence of the other one.

Cadmium sulphide, CdS, is artificially pro 
duced as a precipitate resulting from the ac 
tion of sulphureted hydrogen upon cadmium sul- 
phate, or upon certain other soluble cadmium 
salts. This statement alone seems to be suf- 
ficient authority for describing it as a chem- 
ical compound or salt. 

It seems to be equally well established that 
the substance is a pigment or color. In Watt’s 
Manual of Chemistry, and also in Parry & 
Coste’s Chemistry of Pigments, cadmium. sul 
phide is denominated a pigment. 

As between two competimg classifications 
whose several descriptions refer only to differ- 
ent uses to which the importation may be put, 
it may be said in general that the chief use 
should control the classification. But in this 
case it does not sufficiently appear by the tes 
timony as a matter of fact that the use made 
of the substance in the manufacture of glass is 
the chief use, nor is it at all clear that even 
such use should not be denominated a use 
a pigment or a color. Aand in any event it ap- 
pears that other uses of the article as a pig- 
ment or color are so general and well recog 
nized that they have apparently fixed the 
standing of the article in science and com 
merce, so that it is chiefly known as a pig 
ment or color. It therefore appears that this 
designation according to a specific use should 
now prevail over a competing description of 
a general character, without special limitation 
as to use or other qualification. Upon these 
considerations the court concludes that the de 
cision of the board should be, and the same is 
affirmed. :

Gum Tragasol Entitled to Free 
Entry. 


Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 


_In affirming a decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers, the United States 
Court of Customs Appeals, in an opinion 
by Judge Smith, has determined that gum 
tragasol imported as an article “in a 
crude state, used in dyeing, is not a veg- 
etable extract for dyeing, coloring, stain- 
ing cr tanning,’ and therefore the pro- 
test of the importers, which was sustained 
by the board on the gYound that the 
e00ds were entitled to entry free of duty, 
from which decision the government ap- 
pealed to this court. 

The importers protested that the mer- 
chandise was not dutiable as an unenu- 
nerated manufactured article not pro- 
vided for, and among other grounds of ob- 
Jection to the co.lector’s classification it 
was averred that gum tragasol was en- 
titled to free entry whether imported 
under the tariff act of 1897 or under that 
of 199. This Glaim was based on the fol- 
lowing language of paragraph .482 of the 
free list of the tariff act of 1897, which 
was re-enacted in paragraph 499 of the 
free list of the act of 1909. 

Articles in a crude state used in dyeing 
or tanning not specially provided for.” 

The board sustained the protest on the 
ground that the goods were entitled to 
admission free of duty, and the govern- 
ment appealed,

Bill to Remit Hospita) Revenue 


Taxes, 


Washington, Feb. 2, 1912, 


A bill has been introduced in the United 
States Senate by Senator Hitcheock, of 
Nevada, S. 4732, authorizing the Secretary 
ot the Treasury to abate, remit or refund 
certain internal revenue taxes levied or 
incurred by hospitals. The text of Mr 
Hitcheock’s bill is as follows:— s 
_Be it enacted, ete,, that the Treasurer of the 
United States be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and directe to abate, remit or refund any 
internal revenue taxes or penalties levied 
against or incurred by hospitals in the va- 
rious States, Territories and the District of 
Columbia, between January 1, 1910, and Jan- 
uary 1, 1912, by reason of the use in said hos- 
pitals during said period of alcohol withdrawn 
from bond under permit: Provided, however, 
that action shall only be taken by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury upon a showing under 
oath by the managers, trustees or others in 
authority in said hospitals that the use of the 
alcohol has been for legitimate hospital pur- 
poses, including the bathing of patients, the 
disinfection or sterilization of instruments and 
apparatus and other hospital or laboratory 
uses which the Secretary may hold to be 
legitimate.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
r Chicago, Feb. 2 1912. 

Prices of ground dried blood and ground high- 
srade tankage at Chicago this week declined 
to the lowest level touched in recent years, 
showing losses of 5@10c, per unit from quo- 
tations established a week ago. Many buy- 
ers took advantage of the reduced costs to 
provide for known requirements and several 
generous orders were booked for the ammo- 
niates for prompt shipment. This was during 
the fore part of the week, however, and the 
subsequent trade was quiet and unsatisfactory 
at the prices. The same uncertainty as to the 
future trend of values pervades the trade, and 
few dealers care to make predictions. There 
are many who believe that packers’ desire to 
move fair quantities promptly is responsible 
for the present ultra weakness shown by the 
market, however, and they contend that values 
will show an upward tendency as soon as this 
surplus stock has been moved. The possibility 
of a strong and broad demand developing at 
the low prices is another factor being held up 
for the consideration of prospective buyers, 
as there is no doubt but that substantial gains 
would be made in values if the demand devel- 
oped any particular breadth or strength. Buy- 
ers, on the other hand, have been so suc- 
cessful in making producers of fertilizer ma- 
terlals come to their terms by holding up pur- 
chases they do not feel free to respond to the 
concessions made them too quickly, and the 
trade is held in a state of suspense and uncer- 
tainty. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Fairly 
quantities of ground dried blood are 
for prompt shipment at $2.85 f. o. b. Chicago, 
showing a decline of 5c per unit from last 
week's closing figure. The trade now is quiet, 
but a fair volume of business was consum- 
mated at the reduced prices when they were 
first announced. 

GROUND HIGH-GRADE TANKAGE.—Nom- 
inal quotation on ground high-grade tankage 
has been reduced to $2.40 and 10 Chicago for 
prompt shipments, this being the lowest price 
quoted at this point in more than three years, 
A fair trade was transacted at the decline, 
but the market is quieting down again and 
buyers do not appear to be overanxious to fill 
their requirements 
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Manufacture of Chemical Colors 
with Coal Tar D.rivatives 
Next in order are maroon lakes, which, 
however, ditfer from the scariet lakes not 


only in depth of shade, but in leaning 
toward brown in their tone. Some ma- 





roon lakes are to be found in the trade 
under the name of cardinal red, magenta 
iake, ruby lake, while aniline rose pink, 
which is fast taking the place of the 
wood lake of same name, also belongs to 
this class. The method of manufacture 


that described for the for- 
mulas in the previous article, and it is 
for the color maker to select the sub- 
stratums to meet the requirements of the 
trade. For instance, in the making of 
rose pink, which is largely used in mak- 
ing wood stains in oil or varnish, alumina 
hydrate must be avoided, and the same 
caution applies to other maroon lakes 
when they ate to be used for similar pur- 
poses, while, when muade for use in 
printing inks or for wall naper printing, 
alumina hydrate may ,-ove beneficial. 
Formulas for maroon lakes are as fol- 
lows, and the color maker can name the 
resulting products to suit his fancy ac- 
cording to the tone produced:— 

Light Shade—Thirty pounds _ potash 
alum, 10 pounds calcined soda, 25 pounds 
orange Il, 30 pounds Ponceau R, 75 puunds 
barytes, 25 pounds terra alba, brightened 
with 6 pounds diamond fuchsin, precipi- 
tated with 75 pounds calcined soda and 
180 pounds barium chloride at a tempera- 
ture of 100 degrees F. The dyestuff 
should be very dilute, one part by weight 
to 100 parts by weight of water. 

A Deeper Shade—l00 pounds barytes, 20 
pounds Ponceau R, 7 pounds diamond 
fuchsin, 40 pounds calcined soda, precipi- 
tated with 65 pounds barium chloride at 
”) degrees F. 

Fast Maroon—Ten pounds alumina hy- 
drate (calculated dry weight), 7 pounds 
blanc fixe, 15 pounds fast red N. §&., 24 
pounds barium chloride, precipitate with 
4 pounds tannic acid and 2 pounds tartar 
emetic at 100 degrees F. 

Another deep maroon is based on the 
following:—36 pounds potash alum, 12 
pounds calcined soda, 36 pounds Ponceau 
R. Add 20 pounds more calcined soda, 24 
pounds glauber’s salt. 3 pounds diamond 
fuchsin, % pound methylviolet B and pre- 
cipitate with 105 pounds barium chloride 
at 100 degrees F. 

The aniline rose pink referred to above 
is best made rrith orselline, as follows:— 
150 peunds alumina sulphate, dissolved as 
usually in sufficient water, say, 175 gal- 
lons, precipitated with 65 pounds soda ash 
in 75 gallons hot water, 30 pounds orsel- 
line B or BB in water (1 to 0), 40 pounds 
chloride of lime, precipitate cold with 10 
pounds alumina sulphate and 5 pounds 
soda ash in solution. 

This can be cheapened by adding in the 
striking vat blane fixe, barytes, kaolin or 
terra alba. 

An aniline rose pink much cheaper in 
cost, but rather fugitive on exposure to 
strong light, is produced by this formula:— 
Put into the striking vat, say, 200 pounds 
blane fixe with plenty of water, digest 
this at a moderate temperature with 8 
pounds of aniline magenta in solution, 
add 4 pounds tannic acid and precipitate 
with 6 pounds of tartar emetic in svulu- 


is similar to 


tion. If ordinary barytes is used in place 
of blane fixe, the dyestuff, mordant and 
precipitant given in this formula will 


stain 500 pounds barytes to a red of sim- 
ilar depth. Another formula is as fol- 
lows:—100 pounds barytes, 50 pounds whit- 
ing are put intw tne striking vat, passing 
them through a sieve with a liberal quan- 
tity of water, adding solutions (very di- 
lute) of 2 pounds aniline magenta, 4 
pounds aniline acid maroon and 3 pounds 
scarlet B. fix with a solution of 12 pounds 
barium ehloride. 

It may be well to say here that the mor- 
dant or precipitant must not be added 
until the dyestuff has been well mixed 
and been absorbed by the base. This rule 
holds good in all these formulas, unless 
otherwise stated. Violet lakes are very 
seldom called for in any other line, but 
for printing ink and wall paper printing 
and here only for toning the darker 
shades of red lakes. In order to make 
them as brilliant as possible, alumina hy- 
drate is favored as the base, although 
barytes, blane fixe and kaolin are em- 
ployed, where opacity rather than trans- 
lucency is wanteé, Methylviolet, acid 
violet, fast violet, {.chsin with or without 
addition of Ponceau R, are the dyestuffs 
used here, but no one need expect any 
great degree of permanence in these 
lakes. 

Violet lake of reddish tone:—50 pounds 
alumina sulphate, 50 pounds calcined soda, 
6 pounds fast violet R, 1 pound Ponceau 
2 R, precipitated with a solution of 14 
pounds potash alum at a temperature of 
9 degrees F. One hundred pounds 


alumina hydrate (dry weight), 50 pounds 
barytes, 18 pounds methylviolet B, pre- 


eipitated with 18 pounds tannic acid in 
solution at a temperature of 100 degrees 
F. This produces a lake of the blueish 


tone. Fifty pounds alumina hydrate (dry 
weight), 25 pounds blanc fixe, 12 pounds 
acid violet 5 B, 15 pounds alumina sul- 


phate, 34 pounds barium chloride, precip- 
itate cold with the latter, and 6% pounds 
ealcined soda in solution. 

Ninety pounds alumina hydrate (dry 
weight), 199 pounds blanc fixe, 20 pounds 
fast violet B, precipitate at 100 degrees F, 
with a solution of 26 pounds barium chlo- 
rie. 

Or, for a very small batch of good 
stiength dissolve 10 pounds alumina sul- 
phate in 12 gallons of water, add 2 pounds 
methylviolet (R or B at option), and at 
a temperature of 100 degrees F precipi- 
tate with 2% pounds tannic acid and 14 
pounds tartar emetic. 

Next we have azo or acid dyes in man- 
ufacturing carmine substitutes or imita- 
tions of cochineal reds, for which color 
makers have adopted fancy names that 
need not be mentioned here. These pig- 
ments find extensive use in the oil cloth 
manufacture, in ready mixed carriage 
paints. in cheap red enamel paints, in 
printing inks and especially in paper 
staining and wall paper printing. The 
Aves. used here are principally the azo 
searlets. such as. scarlet G. scarlet R, 
scarlet 2 R or 3.R, Ponceau R, Bordeaux 
extra or Bordeaux B X, ete. One formula 
runs thus:—Dissolve in the vat 62 pounds 
CGlauber's salt and 1 pounds scarlet R, 


precipitate with a solution of 70 pounds 
barium chloride at 100 degrees F. 

Another formula consists in dissolving 
20 pounds alumina sulphate and 8 pounds 
Bordeaux extra, precipitate with a solu- 
tion of 10 pounds barium chloride at 100 
degrees KF. These make fine reds, but are 
too high in cost for ordinary purposes. 
The following methods and formulas are 
in more common use:— 

Mix solutions of 100 pounds alumina sul- 
phate and 25 pounds Ponceau R or R R, 
leat to about 140 degrees F. Add a solu- 
tion of 100 pounds barium chloride, boil 
for half an hour, allow to cool down again 
to about 140 degrees F, and introduce 60 
pounds soda crystals, but avoid an excess 
of alkali, as that would affect the shade 
of the red. The precipitate is washed, 
filter and dried at low heat in the usual 
manner. This product is especially adapt- 
ed for oil cloth work and for grinding in 
oil and varnish, etc. 

The following will serve well for paper 
staining and wall paper printing, also for 
cheap poster ink:—35 pounds barytes, 25 
pounds blanc fixe, 15 pounds Ponceau 
R R, 20 pounds barium chloride in solu- 
tion to precipitate at 9) degrees F. Or 100 
pounds barytes, 12 pounds Ponceau R R, 
precipitated with 15 pounds barium chlo- 
ride at 9 degrees F. 

A lighter shade:—25 pounds potash alum, 
26 pounds sal soda, 40 pounds blanc fixe, 
22 pounds Ponceau R, 100 pounds barium 


chloride, § pounds diamond fuchsin, 2 
pounds tannic acid and 1 pound tartar 
emetic, Precipitate at 100 degrees F. 


Rose lakes always consist of a suitable 
base upon which one or the other of the 
eosine dyes is precipitated. They must 
be considered as true aniline reds. These 
ure more useful in the manufacture of 
plate printing or lithographic inks, for 
paper staining and wall paper printing, 
while very little use is made of them 
elsewhere. Following are workable for- 
mulas:—100 pounds blane fixe, 24% pounds 
eosine A, 24¢ pounds sugar of lead in solu- 
tion. Precipitate at 90 degrees F. 

Ninety-five pounds alumina sulphate, 474% 
pounds calcined soda, 30 pounds blanc fixe, 
b pounds eosine extra soluble, precipitate 
with 7% pounds bichloride of tin in 75 
pounds of water at 9) degrees F. 

Fifty pounds potash alum, 20 pounds sal 
soda, 150 pounds china clay, 6 pounds 
eosine A, 2 pounds rose bengale, precipi- 
tate with a solution of 16 pounds lead 
nitrate in 20 gallons of water at 90 de- 
grees F. 

Sixty pounds alumina _ sulphate, 34 
pounds sal soda, 3% popnc rose bengale, 
4 pound diamond fuchsin, 40 pounds blanc 
fixe, precipitate with a solution of 8 
pounds lead nitrate in 10 gallons water 
at 90 degrees F. 

Ninety-five pounds alumina sulphate, 124% 
pounds sodium phosphate, 30 pounds am- 
monia of 60 per cent., 4 pounds diamond 
fuchsin, 25 pounds wheat starch, 80 pounds 
blanc fixe and 10 pounds precipitated 
chalk. Precipitate at 100 degrees F. with 
6 pounds tannic acid and 3 pounds tartar 
emetic. 


Sixty pounds potash alum, 20 pounds 
sal soda, 100 pounds Glauber’s salt, 50 


pounds barytes, 135 pounds barium chlo- 
ride, 7 pounds caustic soda, 9 parts eosine 
B, 14 pounds lead nitrate. Temperature 
100 degrees F. 

lifty pounds lead sulphate, 50 pounds 
barytes, 6 pounds eosine A. —— 
with 6 pounds lead nitrate in 7 gallons of 
water at 100 degrees F. This is somewhat 
opaque, 

The following rose lakes 
for wall paper printing:— 

Blueish Tone—100 pounds alumina hy- 
drate (calculated dry weight), 15 pounds 
eosine B (concentrated), 50 pounds blanc 
fixe, precipitate with 11 pounds lead ni- 
trate in 15 gallons water at 100 degrees F. 

Yellow Tone—150 pounds alumina hy- 
drate (calculated dry weight), 15 pounds 
eosine G (concentrated), 25 pounds blanc 
fixe, precipitate with 10 pounds lead ni- 
trate in 12 gallons of water at a temper- 
ature of 100 degrees F. 


Brown lakes made from coal-tar deriv- 
atives are useful mostly in paper staining 
and wall paper printing, and to some ex- 
tent in plate printing and lithographic 
inks, but in spite of the fact that they 
are far superior in point of brilliancy to 
the earth colors, siennas and umbers, 
they are not called tor as much as they 
used to be, and the earth colors have the 
preference wherever convenient. Brown 
lakes are made by the same methods as 
the reds so fur described, differing in this 
respect only from the anthracene browns, 
which will be described specially. 


Formulas for brown lakes are as fol- 
lows:— pounds potash alum, 10 pounds 
calcined soda, 20 pounds fast brown, 5 
pounds Ponceau R, 50 pounds barytes, 25 
pounds blanc fixe, precipitate with a solu- 
tion of 53 pounds barium chloride at ® de- 
grees F. 

Forty pounds potash alum, 10 pounds 
ealcined soda, 50 pounds blanc fixe, 8 
pounds orange II., 8 pounds fast brown, 
precipitate with a solution of 40 pounds 
barium chloride at 9) degrees F. 


Olive brown toned lakes may be made 
by using the following ingredients:—4#0 
pounds potash alum, 10 pounds calcined 
soda, 40 pounds barytes, 20 pounds blanc 
fixe, 8 pounds Ponceau G, 6 pounds fast 
brown, 1 pound malachit green, precipi- 
tated with a solution of 40 pounds barium 
chloride at 9 degrees F. 

Forty pounds potash alum, 10 pounds 
calcined soda, 6 pounds barytes, 3 pounds 
Ponceau G, 3 pounas Ponceau R, 4 pounds 
fast brown, 1 pound malachit green, pre- 
cipitated with a solution of 40 pounds 
barium chloride at 90 degrees F. 

The well-known Bismarck brown can be 
made up in lake form as follows:—t0 
pounds alumina sulphate (dry weight) in 
solution, 6 pounds Bismarck brown F in 
solution, mordanted and precipitated with 
8 pounds tannic acid and 4 pounds tartar 
emetic at 100 degrees F. 

A fast brown lake is made as follows:— 
50 pounds alumina sulphate (dry weight) 
in solution, 10 pounds fast brown in a 1 
to 50 solution, pe pecan with 6 pounds 
tin crystals in 50 per cent..solution at 100 
degrees F., or 35 pounds alumina sulphate, 
35 pounds barium chloriae, 12 pounds fas* 
brown in a 1 to 50 solution, precipitated 
with 6% pounds soda ash at 100 degrees F. 

A really fast brown is anthracene brown, 
and we have here two formulas, one for 
reddish, the other for a yellow toned 
product:—60 pounds alumina sulphate (dry 
weight), 12 pounds anthracene brown , 3 
pounds turkey red oil, 7 pounds barium 
ehloride. Boil for one-half hour or until

Forty pounds alumina sulphate (dry 
weight), 12 pounds anthracene brown, 3 
in paste (1 to 25). Boil for one-half hour, 
cool down to 115 degrees F' and precipitate 
with 10 pounds barium chloride in solution. 

Aniline black lakes are made by precip- 
itating nigrosene or jute black on a vine 
or vegetable black pigment known as 
Frankfort black, which also very often 
contains considerabie animal refuse. The 
resulting product is sold under fanciful 
names, and on account of its great 
strength is used for the manufacture of 
black stains and also in the manufacture 
of priuting inks, ete. The methods fol- 
lowed and formulas generally used are:— 

Nigrosene black G—VWet well in a vat 
with hot water, say, 20 pounds of finely 
powdered Frankfort black, stir well and 
add 5 pounds nigrosene G dissolved in 60 
gallons of water. Mix thoroughly and 
precipitate with a solution of 3% pounds 
tin crystals in one gallon of water at 100 
degrees F. The product is of a glightly 
greenish tone. 

Nigrosene black B (blueish tone)—Pro- 
ceed as with the last named, but substi- 
tute nigrosene B. 

Nigrosene black R (reddish tone)—Wet 
in the vat 20 pounds Frankfort black with 
hot water, dissolve 5 pounds nigrosene 
2 R in 60 gallons of water. Run this in 
on the black paste and mix well by stir- 
ring for a time. Dissolve 3 pounds tin 
crystals in 8 quarts of water, with which 
precipitate the nigrosene on the Frank- 
fort black at 100 degrees F. 

Jute black is produced by mixing 20 
pounds Frankfort black with fairly warm 
water and dissolving 5 pounds jute black 
in 30 galions of water, stirring the solu- 
tion well into the Frankfort black. When 
coid add 3 pounds tannic acid in 3 gal- 
lons water and 1% pounds of chloride of 
iron in 2 gallons water, which will fix the 
dye on the black. 

A fast alizarine black Ieke is vroduced 
by making 20 pounds Frankfort black into 
a soft paste with water and well stir into 
this 20 pounds of alizarine cyanine black 
paste (1 toe 59%). Boil for one-half hour. 
Wash once, filter and dry or sell in pulp 
form.

Excise Regulutions of Petroleum 
Properties, 


ARRANGEMENT MADE BY INTERNAL 
REVENUE COMMISSIONERS FOR AMOR- 
TIZATION OF CAPITAL INVESTED AS 
PRODUCTION DIMINISHES. 

Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has mude a number of rulings under the 
law with respect to the subject of excise 
tax on corporations intended as regula- 
tions to govern the ascertainment of the 
rate of depletion of deposits and the re- 
turn of cash investment to corporations 
with respect to petroleum and gas pro- 
ducing products, 

The regulation relating to petroleum 
properties, as well as that relating to 
gas, is amended by these regulations by 
striking out the parenthetical words ‘‘pe- 
troleum” and ‘‘gas’’ in item 80 of Treas- 
ury, decision 1675, and then follows the 
regulation which governs the return of 
capital investment on the rate of deple- 
tion of these oil and gas producing prop- 
erties in making return of annual net in- 
come for the special excise tax on corpo- 
rations. This regulation is issued in lieu 
of that part of Treasury decision 1675 
which covers this question:— 

1. In the case of corporations whose 
nese consists of producing and 
erude petroleum, the conduct of such business 
will be understood to comprehend two classes 
of gains or losses, viz:—(a) The gain or loss 
resulting froin the sale of capital assets—i. e., 
either the increment or the loss arising through 
possessing over a period of time the invest- 
ment in ‘the same. (b) The trading or commer- 
cial gain attached to the conduct of the indus- 
try, the employment of working capital and 
the effort and risk involved. 

DEDUCTIONS FOR DEPRECIATION. 


2. In the ascertainment of net income, de- 
duction will be allowed for depreciation aris- 
ing from exhaustion of deposits and for depre- 
ciation and obsolescence of improvements, in 
accordance with the general regulations re- 
specting depreciation allowances, on the basis 
of the original capital-investment cost, re- 
duced to a cash basis, of the properties con- 
cerned to the company reporting. Claims for 
depreciation on account of depletion of de- 
posits based on any values other than the cost 
of the property in cash or cash values (in- 
cluding cost of development) will not be con- 
sidered. 

3. In all preducing oil fields an average value 
per barrel of the settled daily production shall 
be adopted as the guide in determining the 
value of the property, and the following meth-

od in depreciating said values is recom- 
mended :— 
Each corporation will fix this valuation per 


barre) as of January 1, 
of commencement of production, if after that 
date, for ascertaining the deductions for de- 
preciation on the basis of depletion of de- 
posits. This valuation per barrel should be 
based on the cost of the property to the cor- 
poration, plus the cost of the development 
thereof with a proper deduction from that 
valuation for the number of years the prop- 
erty has been in operation, and the resulting 
proportioned decrease in daily production of 
oil. With this basis: per barrel fixed as of 
January 1, 1909, or at the date of commence- 
ment of production, if after January 1, 1909, 
the value of the property as a whole is to be 
determined by applying this unit value per bar- 
rel to the daily average production for the 
month of December, or other representative 
month, in the yvear for which the return is 
made, The representative month chosen shall 
be the same in each year. This unit valuation 
per barrel is to be retained in arriving at all 
future depreciation deductions, except where 
an additional production is secured by drill- 
ing or an additional production is acquired by 
purchases, in which cases a new average rate 
per barrel based upon the actual cash invested 
in such development, or in the new properties 
and their development, may be adopted. The 
amount of income each year to be applied to 
the return of the cash investment shall be as- 
certained by multiplying the unit valuation 
ascertained as required above by the difference 
between the daily average production in barrels 
during the representative month of each year. 
The product of such multiplication will be the 
amount deductible from gross income on ac- 
eount of return of cash investment based upon 
the rate of depletion of deposits

in accordance with the standard unit value 
ascertained as stated above. 
6. Each excise tax return should be accom- 


panied with a memorandum showing how the 
standard unit valuation was arrived at, i. e., 
the valuation of the producing property as of 
January 1, 1909, or at the commencement of 
development, if after that date, and such ad 
ditional investment in development as may 
have been made during the year, together with 
the daily average yield for each month of the 
year, or for each month since the commence- 
ment of peration, if subsequent to January 1, 
1909. ; 

7. Where properties are operated upon lease, 
the cost of the leasehold interest, plus the 
cost of development, shall be the basis for 
determining the unit valuation for the pur- 
pose ot providing for the deduction from gross 
income of the returnable cash investment. 

8. All depreciation deductions from the net 
income return must be evidenced by proper 
entries on the books of the corporation report- 
ing. so as to show a reduction in the capital 
assets equal to the cash investment returned, 
as provided above, out of gross income. 

NOTE.—It will be apparent that by following 


the plan suggested the value of the produc- 
ing property appearing in the capital assets 
of the company will be automatically and 


wholly extinguished coincident with the com- 
plete exhausticn of the product, with the ex- 
ception of such salvage as may remain after 
said exhaustion.

tastern Petroleum Review. 


Montpelier, Ind., Feb. 1, 1912. 

The week in review in the high-grade petro- 
leum fields east of the Mississippi River, com- 
prising Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Northwest- 
ern, Central and Southeastern Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania and Southern New York. 
shows a heavy decline in completed work, dry 
holes, gas wells and new production. While 
the weather conditions have moderated some 
the trade has not started up the drill on wells 
that were shut down early in January, that 
were nearing completion at the time they were 
shut down. With another week of better 
weather the majority of these wells will be 
started up, as the rapid advance in the price 
of the crude product will undoubtedly stimu- 
late activity. During the past month the Penn- 
syivania grades of crude have had four ad- 
vances of 5 cents each, bringing the product 
to $1.50 per barrel, the highest price in a long 
period, with prospects for $2 oil. This is one 
of the most rapid advances oil has had for 
many years, and it is certain that it will mean 
much to the people oll over the oil country. 
as it will stimulate production. Already this 
is being seen in the activity of leasers for the 
various individual operator and companies, and 
the coming summer will see much wildcat work 
all over the high-grade petroleum fields. At- 
tempts will be made in all the older producing 
regions to extend the producing area, as pro 
duction in the older fields during the past sev- 
eral weeks have fallen off at an alarming rate 

The real excitement at this time is in the 
Kanawha county, West Virginian, field, which 
is furnishing some sensational gushers. The 
past week in the pool has been a _ record- 
breaker, as six gushers were brought in, and 
the production has climbed up rapidly and is 
estimated anywhere from 8,000 to 12,000 barrels 
a day. The largest gusher of the week was 
on the Keeton lands, in the Blue Creek pool 
of that county, and for twenty-three hours 
flowed 1,950 barrels. The next gusher was on 
the Susan A. Vandermark, which flowed ninety 
barrels an hour. Graham heirs farm No. ° 
well produced 300 barrels, while No. 2 on this 
farm produced better than 2,000 barrels. No, 3 
Barth-Schwartz farm produced 195 barrels, and 
is at the western side of the development. The 
No. 2 Mary Myers farm produced 750 barrels. 
while No, 1 C. C. Myers farm, while announced 
to be good for close to 2,800 barrels, produced 
but 120 barrels the first five hours, or at an 
average of about twenty-four barrels an hour. 
This Blue Creek gusher district has been handi- 
capped by the fact that the pipe line company 
has but a two-inch line in the field connected 
with the main or trunk line and is unable to 
handle only a small portion of the big produc- 
tion. Work is being rushed on another three- 
inch line, which will be completed within a few 
days. These two lines will not be sufficient to 
handle the product, and much oil is being 
shipped by the tank cars. From one to two 
trains of loaded oil care are going from the 
zusher field daily. The Eldorado is full of 
sxcitement and the rush of people is like the 
drawing of government lands in the West. 

The next most important point in the high 
grade fields is the stretch of hundreds of miles 
of tested lands in Central Ohio, where great 
activity will prevail the coming summer, when 
attempts will be made to connect the South 
eastern Ohio fields, with the Trenton limestone 
fields in the Northwestern part of the Buckeye 
State. 

Some little excitement prevails in Eastern 
Kentucky, which has been enlivened since the 
finding of oil gushers in Kanawha county. 
across the State line in West Virginia. The 
present activity is in Lawrence county, in the 
immediate vicinity of Busseyville, in the Little 
Blaine Creek district, three producing wells 
have been drilled in the new field, and oil in 
commercial quantities found in the Berea grit 
formation. The wells, while small producers. 
are sufficient to show that further development 
work may bring forth more promising terri 
tory. Much leasing has been done, and leasers 
are still at work. This development is to the 
northwest of the old Whitehouse district in 
the northeastern part of Johnson county, where 
some oil was produced a few years ago, and 
northeast of the Campton deep sand pool, in 
Wolfe county, and on a line northeast and 
southwest between the West Virginia devel 
opment, and the leading Kentucky producing 
district, in Wayne county, F

week in the Straitsville field G. O. Chillion 
& Co. completed their second test on the 


New York and Western Coal Company tract, 
and it is producing 300 barrels a day. The 
Continental Oil Company completed No. 2 on 


the Gibb farm, and is flowing at the rate of 
300 barrels a day. 

The shallow sand fields of Southeastern Ohio 
are not very active at the present time. As 
this territory is cheap to operate in, the pres- 
ent advance in crude oil should make the 
present year the most active in the shallow 
sands for some time Only ven completions 
were reported the past year in the shallow 
sand fields, with a new production of 28 bar- 
rels 

Central Ohio. 

As a paying petroleum proposition and one 
of wide scope the Central Ohio field has a lead 
of anything east of the Mississippi River. 
Central Ohic has at least a dozen counties to 
draw from, The wells of Central Ohio are not 
to be expected to be of the gusher type, but 
the oil is found in a formation that shows the 
best of staying qualities. Another favored 
thing is the great depth the wells are drilled, 
and the heavy cost of the work, and in that 
way so many wells will not be sunk on as 
small an acreage as there will be in the 
Kanawha county district, thereby giving the 
producing formation a longer life. 

In the new Johnson pool, in Muskingum 
county and the McCracken pool in Licking 
county, the two being located about seven 
miles apart, have a good chance to be con- 
nected, as the Iden farm well drilled by the 
Columbus Gas and Fuel Company and lo- 
cated rridway between the two pools is a 30- 
barre! producer, and makes the intervening 
territory look like a_ fine proposition. An- 
other pool located in the four corners of Lick- 
ing, Muskingum, Coshocton and Knox coun- 
ties also makes a fair showing, although the 
producers so far found are small pumpers. 
Four wells are drilled in the Newburg pool, a 
suburb of Cleveland, in Cuyahoga county, and 
much depends upon what the drill discovers in 
these weils. A dry hole has been drilled south 
of Wooster, in Wayne county, a half mile

northwest of the oil well found there a few 
weeks ago. Two wells are drilling near the 
Oberlin oil well, in Lorain county, while noth- 
ing is doing near the Litchfield well, in Medina 
county 
Two monster gas wells have been found of 
late in the Central Ohio field, each producing 
about 8,000,000 cubic feet, and both owned by 
the Ohio Fuel Supply Company. One is on

The basis 
for cases is well maintained at $8.50 
with broken lots held at $8.55@8.60. The 
market for powdered and granular has 
been under keener competition and 
prices are easier at $9.85@10. Late pri- 
mary advices have indicated a freer 
disposition to sell, although without 
material change as to terms, more 
propitious conditions having attended 
the winter sowings. Further news as 
to the autumn plantings gives little 
promise of the results in the mountain 
districts, supplying the bulk of the 
yield of ordinary goods, but the pros- 
pects from Salonica furnishing higher 
testing opium were reported more fa- 
vorable. A statistical summary of the 
situation raises doubt as to whether the 
visible supply over the next six months 
before new supplies are due will suffice 
for the average consuming wants.

Some dealers 
note a keener interest on the part of 
the larger buyers in covering forward 
requirements. The Western trade has 
been described as especially satis- 
factory so far this season, with the 
cheaper grades of Bourbons being in 
best inquiry. The lightness of avail- 
able stocks of Bourbons has tended to 
restrict sales, and at the recent easing 
of the French market the local trade 
manifested ready interest to take ad- 
vantage of the more favorable terms. 
Fairly large lots were said to have 
been purchased for this market before 
a reaction to the firmer position. The 
recession in the French market as well 
as the decline in the London auction is 
attributed to the availability of inferior 
goods, a condition that seems to be 
confirmed in our Paris correspondence, 
published below. On the basis of re- 
cent purchases of Bourbons abroad, 
they can be marketed here at the 
parity of Mexican cuts, $3.75, and at 
equal terms Bourbons find favor with 
many consuming buyers. The arrival 
of January 25 at Marseilles from the 
producing islands amounted to 390 
cases, as compared with 276 cases at 
the same time last year. 

Late advices from Mexico indicated 
evidences of a yield of beans below 
that of last year; a large quantity ex- 
ported during January, it was stated, 
did not materialize, and the beans 
were in the hands of very few curers 
and their stocks were generally below 
those at the corresponding period of 
last year. Cuts were also said to be 
under close control. Ihe proportion of 
cuts to the entire stock, it was stated, 
could not be definitely learned for 
about another month, as many of the 
ordinary beans would probably be 
made into cuts under the more favor- 
able conditions for the latter. Interest 
in new beans for the local trade re- 
mains practically in abeyance at this 
time. A further arrival here of twenty 
cases of prime old beans of a _ well- 
known mark has been noted during 
the week. Part of the lot, we are ad- 
vised, has been sold for export to 
France. There have also been received 
a few small Iects of new cuts which are 
reported well sold for consumption, 

Tahiti beans are materially firmer 
at $2.25@2.50. Supplies are very light 
and for a remaining lot of nine tins on 
a recent arrival at San Francisco $2.25 
was named, No confirmation of the re- 
port of the threatening of the Tahiti 
industry by a parasite in the growing 
districts has been received in the local

Bourbon Vanilla.—The Yaris market, which 
was slightly easier on the news of the deciine 
at the last London auction, is now firm- 
er by reason of a sustained demand 
at the more favorable buying terms. The 
steamer Natal arrived on the 15th inst. 
with 230 cases, against 255 cases at the cor- 
responding time last year. The 230 cases were 
composed of 98 cases of Reunion, 130 cases of 
Madagascar and 2 cases of Mayotte. Advices 
received this day from St. Denis stated that 
there did not remain more than 3,400 kilos 
for sale of the 1911-1912 crop, which is exactly 
66,000 kilos. At Madagascar the season draws 
equally to its close, because many of the 
beans have been hurriedly cured to take ad- 
vantage of the favorable market, a fault that 
seems to prevail in all producing countries. 
There is on the market a quantity of beans 
of very bad perfume, containing a large pro-

Commissioner Lane announced further 
meetings are to be held, of which due 
notice will be given as to time and place.

M. D. Sanford, of the Emery Pipe Line, 
which is operated in conjunction with the 
Emery Manufacturing Company, of Brad- 
ford, Pa., testified that the pipe line had 
never been regarded as a common carrier, 
but simply as a gathering system for the 
refinery. He said that the Emery refinery 
could use more crude oil, but he did not 
know what pipe lines, if they were com- 
mon carriers, could aid the refinery in 
getting it. 

William Muir, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Paraffine Company, of Titusville, 
Pa., and general manager of the Glade 
Oil Company, of Warren, Pa., testified that 
he had attempted to have oil transported 
via some Standard Oil pipe lines in 1911, 
and had been told that the line was not in 
a position to accept his oil for transporta- 
tion. He said that his companies were 
producers in Oklahoma, and would great- 
ly appreciate the use of a common carrier 
to the Pennsylvania refineries. 

W. D. Todd, manager of the Cherokee 
Oil and Gas Company, of Oklahoma, on a 
point of contention with John G. Milburn, 
attorney for the Standard Oil Company, 
stated: 

“Our attitude is simply this:—We want 
Illinois oil and Oklahoma oil transported 
to Pennsylvania. We are perfectly will- 
ing to do all of the gathering in the fields 
ant deliver it to the trunk lines controlled 
by the Standard Oil. We are also willing 
to supply all the storage facilities in Penn- 
sylvanio that could be demanded. We are 
also willing to’ pay a reasonable price for 
the transportation of the oil—not a cheap 
vrice, but a price that will pay them 
large profits.”’ 

‘‘Have you ever thought of constructing 
a pipe line of your own from Oklahoma 
to Indiana, to connect with lines that 
would carry your oil into Pennsylvania’”’ 
asked Commissioner Lane. 

“No, we never have.” 

Mr. Todd’ exvlained that it was out of 
the question for a small company to at- 
tempt the construction of a pine line cov- 
ering the hundreds of miles from Okla- 
homa to Indiana. and he believed it was 
only reasonable that his company should 
be able to use the Standard lines so long 
as thev were willing to vay a more than 
fair nrice for the benefit. 

S. D. Messer. a West Virginia oil pro- 
ducer, was nut on the stand to testifv 
‘s to the prites he receives for crude oil. 
KE. FE. Allen, treasurer of the Cherokee 
Oil and Gas Company and the Corn- 
planter Refining Company, had testified 
that his companies had to pay 10 cents 
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a barrel more in Oklahoma than the 
Standard Oil Company pays for the same 
oil. When the witness was asked the 
reason for this discrimination he said 
that the question would have to be put 
up to a producer. Mr. Messer freely ad- 
mitted that the producers were charging 
the Standard one price and the independ- 
ents several.

Commissioner Lane contended that the 
pipe lines running into New Jersey, which 
were transferred to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey in 1905, were com- 
mon carriers, inasmuch as' before the 
time of the transfer they had been used 
to transport the oils of producers. 

Mr. Milburn, representing Standard Oil 
interasts, took issue with Mr. Lane on this 
point, stating that all the oil that had 
ever been transported by any part of the 
line had always been the property of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
having been purchased by this company 
at the point of origin before the oil en- 
tered the pipe. He said this fact showed 
that they had always been used as a 
private carrier. He said the Standard’s 
works at Bayonne, three in number, con- 
sumed the carrying capacity of the pipe 
line of New Jersey about 85,000 barrels 
per day.

New Ships tor Neptune Fishing Co 


Three new menhaden fishing boats are 
being built for the Neptune Fishing Com- 
pany, which was recently incorporated at 
Lewes, Del., with a capital of $1,200,000. 
They are the Amagansette, the William 
&. Murray and the Long Island. All three 
will be larger and faster than any boats 
now in the menhaden fishing industry and 
each will have a capacity of 6,000 barrels 
of fish and oil. When the new boats are 
put into service at the opening of the fish- 
ing season next summer, the fleet of the 
Neptune Fishing Company and its allied 
companies will number twenty-seven fish- 
vessels. 

the new site which the company 
recently purchased at Lewes a $150,000 
factory is being built. Work was begun 
this week and the factory will be com- 
pleted by next summer. The land was 
purchased from private parties at a con- 
sideration of $10,000, and the title to it has 
been uncontested for sixty years. The 
purchase was made through Robert C. 
White, counsel for the Neptune Fishing 
Company. The town of Lewes at a recent 
election refused to sell a site to the com- 
pany despite the fact that the latter 
offered to pay $1,200 a year in taxes and 
spend a large sum for water service, be- 
cause most of the citizens of the town 
own a controlling interest in other similar 
factories in the town, which are said to 
return good dividends to them. The loca- 
tion cf the new factory there will add 
considerably to the wealth and industry 
of the town. When seen at his New York 
office President Harvey C. Sickler, of the 
Neptune Fishing Company, -said that the 
company would make application to the 
proper government authorities to build a 
pier adjacent to the factory.

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Maryland Fertilizer Industries. 


Baltimore, Feb. 1, 1912. 


The Census Bulletin giving details about 
the industries of Maryland was issued 
several davs ago and furnishes some in- 
teresting figures on the manufacture of 
fertilizers in the State. It goes on to say 
that ever since the development of a de- 
mand for commercial fertilizers Maryland 
has held a high rank in the industry, and 
this pcsition is being maintained, though 
in course ef time the State dropped from 
tirst to second position with regard to 
the value of the output of factories in 
consequence of the multiplication of es- 
tnblishments in other sections of the coun- 


try which experienced great agricultural 
growth. 

As early as 1869-70 there were fifteen es- 
tablishments engaged in the manufacture 
of mixtures, the product of these factories 
in the year mentioned being valued at 
$632,352. In the following decade rapid 
strides in the direction of expansion were 
mude, and in 1879-80 Maryland took the 
lead, exceeding in output all other cen- 
ters, with forty-eight factories and a 
product valued at not less than $5,770,198. 
This position Maryland retained -until 1904, 
when for the reasons mentioned the State 
wus overtaken and passed. In 1909, accord- 
ing to the bulletin, the value of the prod- 
uct was not less than $9,673,000, with forty- 
one factories in active operation, and 
1,439 wage earners employed in the in- 
dustry.

is moderately active, but there is com- 
paratively little snap to transactions, 
Many of the largest manufacturing 
consumers are covered for the year by 
standing contracts and the smaller 
buyers are not anxious to extend com- 
mitments beyond the limit of actual 
wants. Withdrawals on contracts have 
shown a slight increase in some sec- 
tions, but in others the movement is 
sluggish, although there is no indi- 
cation of serious accumulations in dis- 
tributors’ -hands. Labor troubles in 
the East have restricted the output of 
textile products and chemical ship- 
ments in that direction have been 
small. Improved trade conditions which 
were expected to materialize in the 
glass industry have not taken place 
and the call for chemical deliveries to 
this source is said to be no greater 
than noted last fall. Paper mills are 
reported to be running full time and 
satisfactory conditions are said to pre- 
vail in the leather, soap and metal 
trades. These latter industries seem 
to be taking their full seasonable re- 
quirements of chemicals and the com- 
bined distribution is said to be well up 
to the average for this time of year. 
Price changes during the interval have 
been few and have not prompted un- 
usual interest. White arsenic is nomi- 
nally easier on spot, with offerings 
scattered. Tin oxide has declined from 
49@5lc., to 47@49c. in sympathy with 
lower tin prices. Nitrate of lead is 
lower, with offerings on spot slightly 
freer. Carbon tetrachloride is firm, 
with the tendency upward. Acétate of 
lime is strong, with production limit- 
ed. Glassmakers’ needle antimony has 
been reduced to 4%@5c., against a 
former quotation of 5@5'%c. Bleach has 
developed a firmer tendency and 
several dealers are asking higher 
prices for immediate delivery. Below 
is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the Liverpool and 
London chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
former price schedule is still effective 
and the market retains its steady 
position. A slight improvement is re- 
ported in consuming inquiry,although 
it is stated that business is mostly in 
small lots. A seasonable movement is 
noted on standing contracts. Distribut- 
ors quote on the basis of ic. for bulk, 
1.10c. for kegs f. o. b. works and an 
advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. 


BLEACHING POW DE R.—Recent 
heavy arrivals from Liverpool have 
been taken readily on standing con- 


tracts and local supplies have gradually 
decreased. Spot offerings of prime 
are scarce with higher prices asked in 
several quarters. Closing quotations 
ranged from 1.22\%c. and 1.25c. upward, 
according to brand, quantity and seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Competition is not 
sharp as previously noted and the 
market has developed a steadier tone. 
Consuming inquiries are fairly active 
and business passing is apparently 
satisfactory to distributors. At the 
close prices ranged from 1.60c. to 1.70c., 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@78 
per cent., and 60 per cent. at 1.70@ 
1.75¢. 

SALT CAKE.—While it is intimated 
that a firm offer of .50c. would probably 
be acceptable, dealers refuse to openly 
quote under .55¢c. for bulk in car lots 
f. o. b. factory. The current demand 
is moderate and business is chiefly 
routine in character. 

SAL SODA.—Former prices are still 
current for this item and business is 
well up to the seasonable average, but 
there is an entire absence of new 
features. Dealers quote on the basis 
of .60c. and up f. o. b. for barrels, less 
the usual discount terms. Spot lots 
of concentrated are available on the 
basis of 14¢c. up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—As noted in our previ- 
ous report, the tone of this market is 
steadier and there is less competition 
reported among distributors. The con- 
suming demand is described as fair 
both for prompt and future shipment. 
Light 58 per cent. commands 67%c. per 
100 pounds, basis of 48 per cent., in 
bulk, and 75c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent., in barrels, in carload lots, 
f. o. b. works, Forty-eight per cent. 
was quoted at 72%c. for carlots f. o. b. 
works. Less than car lots are quoted 
by large dealers at 85c. per 100 pounds, 
basis of 48 per cent. for the 58 per 
cent., and 90c. per 100 pounds for the 
48 per cent., both f. o. b. New York. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—Additional 
sales at full prices are reported for 
distribution in the paper and textile 
industries and the general market re- 
tains a firm position. Dealers are 
asking 1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals 
in barrels and 2%c. for 60 per cent.

HYDROFLUORIC.—A moderate de- 
gree of activity continues to character- 
ize the market and dealers are experi- 
encing little difficulty in securing full 
prices. At the close quotations current 
were 2%@3\c. for 30 per cent. in bar- 
rels, 6c. for 48 per cent. in carboys and 
6%4c. for 52 per cent. in carboys, 

MURIATIC.—Inquiries for home and 
export purposes are fairly active, al- 
thougn individual sales do not involve 
extensive quantities. Prices are with- 
out quotable change. Spot is held at 
1.15c, and up for 18 degrees, according 
to quancity and seller. 

NITRIC.—There have been no devel- 
opments to occasion any change in 
prices for this item, and the market, 
while moderately active, is devoid of 
unusual feature. Spot 36 degrees is ob- 
tainable at 3%@4\c., according to quan- 
tity and seller. 

OXALIC.—Local supplies have re- 
ceived no material repienishment dur- 
ing the week, and offerings on spot are 
comparatively scarce. The prevailing 
price was 7\%c., although in some quar- 
ters 7%c. was still acceptable. Lim- 
ited offerings of English were obtain- 
able at 75¢c. 

SULPHURIC.—Steady withdrawals 
on existing contracts, and a fair de- 
mand for additional quantities have 
been about the only features to the 
week’s market. The former price sched- 
ule is still effective. Dealers hold 60 
degrees at 85c. and 66 degrees at $1; 
both descriptions are in drums. Bat- 
tery acid in carboys commands 1@1c. 


and oleum 1.25@1.50c. in drums and 
tank cars, 
TARTARIC.—Consumers are fairly 


steady buyers in a small way, but there 
is no apparent desire to extend com- 
mitments. Primary advices continue 
firm on argols and refiners are secur- 
ing full prices for acid. Dealers quote 
30%@3lc. for powdered and 30%@30%c. 
for crystals; according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. Cream of tar- 
tar is unchanged. Crystals are held at 
23% @24%c. and powdered at 24@24%c., 
according to size or order. 


Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The week has 
occasioned no perceptible change in 
the underlying situation of this mar- 
ket. Production of charcoal is still 
light, and the lime output is necessarily 
restricted. Export shipments of late 
have shown a slight increase. Quota- 
tions at the close ranged from 2.25 to 
2.30c., according to quantity. 

ALUM.—Manufacturing interests are 
taking their usual seasonable require- 
ments through regular contract chan- 
nels, although little in the way of new 
business is reported for the week. 
Dealers quote 1.75@2c. for ground and 
2%@3c. for powdered, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. Sulphate of

ANHYDROUS AMMONIA. — Prices 
are well sustained and a fair business

ARSENIC.—Continued scarcity of 
supplies in local hands is keeping the 
market in a rather nominal condition, 
although it is believed that an offer of 
2.60c. would be acceptable. It is ad- 
mitted that 10 kegs can be secured as 
cheap as a round lot. March shipments 
are held at 24%c. and up, as to quantity. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Firm conditions 
noted in our last report have continued 
throughéut the interval. Strength in 
the metal is the dominating influence, 
and makers’ views are bullish concern- 
ing the future course of sulphate prices. 
Sales at full figures have been noted 
for home and foreign consumption, Ex- 
port transactions have included Aus-

All Oil and Gas Lands Withdrawn. 
GEOLOGICAL SURVEY ANNOUNCES THAT 
PENDING FURTHER LEGISLATION NO 
SUCH PUBLIC LAND WILL BE OPENED 
FOR EXPLOITATION. 
Weshington, Feb. 2, 1912. 


in connection with the subject of oil 
lands and treatment thereot by the Fed- 
eral Government, and especially the legis- 
jauon that is pending in botn houses of 
Congress for more specific detailed laws 
on tne subject of the oil and gas deposits 
on the public domain, tne United States 
Geological Survey makes the following 
statement regarding the attitude of the 
government toward these public lands 
containing oil and gas deposits, and an- 
nounces the withdrawal of a considerable 
bouy of such lands trom entry. The Sur- 
vey s statement on this subject is as fol- 
lows :— 

Pending the enactment of legislation for prop- 
erly disposing of oil and gas deposits on tne 
public domain, and because it seems desirable 
to retain certain of these deposits for use as 
fuel by the American navy, all public lands 
known or thought to contain valuable deposits 
of oil or gas are withdrawn from all forms of 
disposal. 

Durmg the fiscal year 1910-1911, on the rec- 
ommendations of the United States Geological 
Survey, 640,604 acres of possible oil land in 
California and W yoming were withdrawn from 
entry and 1,232,719 acres in the same States, 
shown by fleld examination to be non-oil lands, 
were restored. All oil lands in Alaska, com- 
prising an unknown area, were withdrawn dur- 
ing the year. In the early part of the year 
the outstanding withdrawals, which had been 
made by the Secretary of the Interior, were 
ratified, confirmed and continued in full force 
and effect by the President under the act of 
June 25, 1910.

Further in regard to the general subject ° 


of the public lands and plans for classi- 
tying the public domain, the Survey 
makes the following statement:— 

The land classification board of the United 
Stutes Geological Survey is administered by 
a chairman and a general advisory committee, 
the latter made up of the chiefs of branches, 
divisions and sections of the Survey, whose 
field work supplies the greater part of the 
fundamental data that form the basis of the 
board’s action. Within the land classification 
board are subordinate boards, each of which 
deals directly with one of the natural re- 
sources and certain public-land problems re- 
lated thereto. The number of these subordinate 
boards may be increased or diminished from 
time to time as the exigencies of the Work 
require, At present there are sub-boards that 
deal with the classification of coal, oil and gas, 
phosphate and metalliferous deposits and with 
irrigation and power matters. 

The fundamental purpose for which the board 
and sub-boards were created is to carry out the 
mandate of the organic act of the Geological 
Survey, in which it is charged primarily with 
the classification of the public lands, This 
work of classification involves many questions 
as to procedure in public-land matters, partly 
incidental to the classification and partly the 
result of statutes recently enacted, in the ad- 
ministration of which certain responsibilities 
devolve upon the Survey, either directly or in 
co-operation with other bureaus in the Interior 
Department. 

The board’s activities have during the last 
year or more been largely increased by certain 
co-operative agrcements with the General Land 
Office, by virtue of which the «ommissioner 
requests information on the mineral or power 
value of lands for which patent is asked, either 
before or after examination by special ‘agents, 
The Office of Indian Affairs likewise refers to 
the Geological Survey lands listed for patents 
and lands which it is proposed to eliminate 
from the reservations and throw open for set- 
tlement in order that the mineral or non-min- 
eral character or the power value of the lands 
affected may be determined. Proposed elimi- 
nations from national forests are likewise re-

Drawbacks Allowed on Various 


Articles. 
Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 
in a series of communications addressed 
to coliectors of customs in different parts 
of the country the Treasury Department 
has made allowances of drawback under 
terms stated on a variety of products, in- 
cluding crescent liquid mangrove cutch, 
spelter, etc. The department holds that 
a product known as dekofa is not entitled 
to free admission as coffee. 

In a letter addressed to the collector of 
customs at New York, the department au- 
thorizes the payment of drawback on spel- 
ter manufactured by the New Jersey Zine 
Company from imported oxide zine ore. 
The regulation record of manufacturers 
required to be kept and the liquidation 
quantity of imported ore taken as a basis 
for the payment of drawback is allowed 
to equal the quantity manufactured, with 
an allowance for wastage according to 
the value of the waste. 

In the same connection, a letter on the 
subject of spelter is sent to the surveyor 
of customs of Kansas City, in which it 
is stated that spelter produced in bond, 
and % per cent. is shipped to Philadel- 
phia, the question being asked if the 10 
per ceat, remaining shall be dutiable and 
paid in Kansas City, the department says 
that no duty is assessable until the prod- 
uct is withdrawn for consumption. 

In writing to the collector of customs 
at Boston, the department authorizes 4a 
drawback allowance to the United States 
Perfumery Company on perfumery, toilet 
water and liquid soap, on the quantity of 
domestic tax-paid alcohol employed in 
such production, with no allowance for 
waste. 

To the surveyor of customs at Cincin- 
nati, a@ communication fs addressed allow- 
ing drawback to the Andrew Jergins Com- 
pany on domestic tax-paid alcohol em- 
ployed in the production of benzoin al- 
mond lotion up to 10 per cent. of the 
alcohol by volume, 

Drawback is allowed in a communica- 
tion addressed by the department to the 
collector of customs at Boston on exports 
of crescent liquid mangrove cutch manu- 
factured by Mardern, Orth & Hastings 
from imported solid mangrove bark ex- 
tract, the allowance being 47.96 per cent, 
of the exported quantity. 

Drawback is allowed in a communica- 
tion addressed by the department to the 
collector of customs at Philadelphia on 
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an_ article employed for the deliming of 
hides and skins, eee peorees is known 
as oropon, manufactured by Ropn & Haas 
frum imported ammonium chloride and a 
German product, the nature of which 1s 
not disclosed. Allowances on the ammo- 
nium chloride may range from 61.82 
cent. to #) per cent., and on the undis- 
closed German product the allowances are 
from 8.1 per cent: to 50 per cent., accord- 
ing to the character of the completed 
product in each case. 

Replying to an inquiry from the collec- 
tor of customs at New York, the depart- 
ment has declared that in accordance 
with information. received from the De- 
partment cf Agriculture an imported ar- 
ticle known as dekofa is a coffee from 
Which the caffein has been eliminated. 
The Agricultural Department experts as- 
sert that this makes the product dekofa, 
not coffee, In accordance with this view 
of the matter, the Treasury holds that 
dekota is not entitled to free’ admission, 
but is subject to a duty of 2% cents asx a 
coffee substitute.

New Regulations for Export in 

Bond, 


Washington, Feb. 2, 1912. 

In a communication to collectors of cus- 
toms and others concerned, the Treasury 
Department hes approved a ruling of the 
United States Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner regarding certificates of clearance 
covering articies exported free of tax 
under international revenue laws. It is 
said that the purpose of this ruling is 
lo avoid the duplication of clearance cer- 
lificates, Férm F, prescribed in article 107 
of International Revenue Export Regula- 
tions No. 29, collectors of customs will 
hereafter furnish such clearance certifi- 
cates to collectors of internal revenue 
only. Certificates sc furnished will be 
forwarded by the last named collectors 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
with the bonded export account on which 
credit therefor is taken. In the case, of 
distilled spirits exported in original pack- 
ages, the clearance certificate issued 
should be accompanied by the customs 
gauger’s certificate and detailed report 
of gauge, as provided in said article 107. 

Where by reason of non-inspection of the 
articles shipped or for other reason a certifi- 
cate ef clearance cannot be issued, application 
for relief, accompanied by such evidence of 
exportation as the exporter may have to sub- 
mit, should be filed with the collector of cus- 
tums, whe will, after indorsing thereon his 
report and recommendation, forward the same 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. If 
the evidence of shipment so furnished is found 
to Le satisfactory, the collector holding the ex- 
porter’s bond will be authorized to enter 
proner eredit thercon, 

In a letter to the collectors of internal 
revenue, the commissioner has instructed 
them that regulation No. 7 has been so 
amended as to permit ‘‘a distiliing corpo- 
ration to conduct the business of distill- 
ing spirits in a name of style other than 
the lawful corporate name upon compli- 
ance with the regulations governing a 
change of name by an individual or firm 
operating a distillery:— 

As in case of an Individual or firm, a new 
distiller’s notice must be filed and also a new 
distiter’s bond, unless a bond has already 
been filed and is in foree which recites the 
name to he adopted as the name or as one of 
the names under which it proposes to carry on 
the business of distilling. 

The collectors of internal revenue and 
revenue agents in charge of divisions are 
given the following instructions. in regard 
to spirits reduced in proof by addition of 
water only not to be stamped as recti- 
fied spirits:— 

It has come to the knowledge of this office 
that distilled spirits are being dumped for 
rectification and gauged out for rectification 
without anything having been added to the 
same except water, thus unnecessarily and 
wrengfully imposing an expense upon the gov- 
ernment of about 20 cents per package for each 
package so stamped out of the services of 
gauging officers. 

Collectors are again reminded that the ad- 
dition of water only to spirits does not consti- 
tute rectification, and will take immediate 
steps to see that spirits thus treated are not 
stamped out as rectified spirits, 

Conforming to a decision recently given 
by the United States Supreme Court in 
the cause of the United States vs. Barnes 
regarding a collection of taxes under the 
oleomargarine law, the Internal Revenue 
Commissioner has advised the collectors 
and other officers of the internal revenue 
service that “‘the decision holds squarely 
that chapter 2 ‘of assessments and col- 
lections,’ as well as the other general 
provisions of the internal revenue law, 
ure applicable to the act of August 2, 
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1886, as amended, commonly known as the 
oleomargarine law.’’ The commissioner, 
therefore, advises the collectors of cus- 
toms that they are directed in reporting 
the liability of manufacturers of and 
dealers in oleomargarine, adulterated or 
renovated butter for assessment, to re- 
port also any penalties: due under the pro- 
visions of section 3176 of the Revised 
Statutes.

Considered from a purely local stand- 
point, tne market for fertihzer mate- 
rats shows an improvement inasmuch 
as tnere is betver iiquiry for such arti- 
cies as dried blood and tankage, bones 
and acid pnospnates. Juaged by tne 
attitude of tne principal consumers, the 
tarmers of tne Soutn, the situation 18 
unchanged from that of last week. 
‘here 1s nothing to indicate whetnel 
tne tarmers will use ferulizers to the 
usual extent or not, and tnis tact will 
not be determined until the cotton crop 
is entirely solid and the planters and 
tarmers actually begin buying tertil- 
izer. ‘he season has opened poorly and 
puying is being deterred later than is 
customary, but this is not an infallible 
sign that trading 1s to be less than in 
former years. in the local market 
there is a scarcity of sulphate ot am- 
monia, both domestic and foreign, and 
prices are firmer accordingly. Nitrate 
of soda is quiet, but large quantities 
have been taken by consumers who im- 
port tor their own needs. Pyrites are 
tirm and reports from the South would 
indicate that an advance in quotations 
will shortly be made. The weather has 
been more favorable for mining in Ten- 
nessee and the phosphate mines around 
Mt. Pleasant are working on full time, 
and shipments of rock are running 
heavy, though the output finds a ready 
market. Potash salts are passing free- 
ly on old contracts, and quotations are 
held at the old schedule. For reviews 
of the Atlanta, Chicago, Baltimore and 
Charleston markets refer to index on 
page 21. Detailed comment on the lo- 
cal market follows:— 

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Local 
dealers in sulphate of ammonia are 
finding no troubie in disposing of their 
stocks, and some of the large handlers 
say they have sold out tne supplies 
which they will receive during the com- 
ing two or three months. ‘There has 
been practically no trading for spot de- 
liveries, and business is confined to fu- 
tures. The spot quotation is held un- 
changed at §3.23, but the figures are 
merely nominal. The stronger tone in 
foreign markets is reflected in the lo- 
eal price for shipments, and $3.25 is the 
best figure obtainable. In the London 
market there is a good request for all 
positions, but prices have advanced, 
and gray, 25 per cent. London prompt, 
is quoted at £13 15s. The increase in 
price is causing many consumers to de- 
fer buying. Fears of trouble in the coal 
trade in England are also giving a 
firmer tone to the market for sulphate 
of ammonia, as in such a case produc- 
tion of sulphate would be diminished. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There has 
been some trading of a jobbing sort 
during the week, and small lots have 
passed at prices considerably higher 
than the quotation figures. Large buy- 
ers are not active in the market, and 
general improvement is indicated more 
by better inquiry than by larger trad- 
ing; $2.20@2.22% is the quotation given 
for spot and shipments, but the inside 
figure is offered freely to prospective 
buyers, and especially for futures. In 
a public lecture delivered at Valparaiso 
on January 12, the inspector of nitrate 
agencies in Europe stated that the ni- 
trate region of Chile comprised 165,000 
square kilometers, of which only 500 
square kilometers were being worked. 
In the London market nitrate of soda 
is steady on spot, with quotations £10 
12s. 6d. for refined, and £10 7s, 6d. for 
ordinary. Consumers are holding ofi 
for a drop in prices, and say the sta- 
tistical position does not justify the 
maintainance of present asking prices. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There has been a better demand for 
tankage of late, and a fairly good busi- 
ness was done during the present week. 
Buying is for immediate needs and 
single orders are not for large quanti- 
ties, but the number of buyers in the 
market has increased. Dried blood is 
slow, but dealers believe that higher 
prices will prevail in the future, and 
are granting no concessions except for 
spot transactions. In many cases sales 
have been made at private figures, but 
quotations are held unchangdd, and 
may be repeated at:—Tankage, 11 per 
cent. and 15 per cent., f. 0. b. Chicago,

The continuance of the trouble in the 
mills of Massachusetts has had a de- 
pressing effect on trading and the week 
under review has fallen away a little 
and has helped to slow up the market. 
The majority of articles have held 
steady in price during the week, but 
a decline has been recorded in tin 
products and lower figures are quoted 
for bichloride of tin and tin crystals. 
The controlling interests have an- 
nounced an advance in corn products 
and starches and dextrines are moved 
to higher values, and the increase in 
price has not conduced to greater 
activity in trading. Myrabolanes are 
quoted unchanged, but in reality prices 
are higher, for up to the present buy- 
ers were able to do better than the 
quotation price, whereas dealers are 
now firm for the values quoted; a 
stiffening in the primary market is 
responsible for the change. Cutch is 
easier on the local market and con- 
sumers are getting the advantage of a 
lower price, although buying has not 
been greatly stimulated thereby. Al- 
bumens are quiet and steady and the 
same can be said of aniline oil and salt, 
hyposulphite of soda, tartar emetic 
and zine dust. Bichromates are in a 
strong position as the demand is fully 
equal to the supply, but sellers show no 
disposition to take advantage of this 
fact to secure high prices. A detailed 
report of the market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—Tanners have been in- 
terested in the market for egg albumen 
since the reduction in prices, and fairly 
good stocks are passing. Blood albu- 
men is in fair demand and is firm in 
price. Prices are quoted at 42@65c. for 
egg albumen and 22@32c. for blood al- 
bumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There is 
a steady demand for aniline oil and 
salt, but the volume of business trans- 
acted is not large. Prices are not sub- 
ject to change, and are apparently in- 
dependent of demand. Quotations are 
94%@9%c. for salt and 10%@11\%c. for 
aniline oil. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The_ con- 
trolling interests have announced a 
drop in the prices of tin products and 
the quotation for bichloride of tin is 
now 12%c. The lower price went into 
effect on the first of the month and 
came too late in the week to influence 
trading. 

BICHROMATES.—There is nothing 
new in the situation in bichrc™mates. 
Contract withdrawals are steady, and 
there is also a good jobbing movement. 
The market is practically bare of com- 
petition, and in some cases sellers are 
about sold out on their year’s supply. 
Some are so nearly sold out that they 
won't book orders from any except reg- 
ular customers. Prices are 6%@7c. for 
bichromate of potash and 5@5%c. for 
bichromate of soda. Prices are on a 
basis f. o. b. works. 

CUTCH.—Demand for cutch has been 
rather light since the first of the year 
and price concessions have been grant- 
ed in order to interest buyers. Ai pres- 
ent it is possible to obtain supplies at 
5@6c for spot bales, 

DEXTRINES.—Dextrines were in- 
creased in price during the week, and 
trading reflected the uncertainty 
caused by numerous price fluctuations, 
and buyers are interested only for pres- 
ent requirements. Present prices are:— 
2.77 in bags, $2.91 in barrels fer dex- 
trine; $2.87 in bags, $3.01 in barrels for 
special dark canary dextrine: $5.02 in 
bags, $3.16 in barrels for British gum. 
These prices are per 100 pounds in car- 
load lots, freight prepaid to New Yorr 
city. Smaller quantities will be sub- 
ject to higher quotations. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—Trad- 
ing in hyposulphite of soda is pretty 
regular from week to week, and the ar- 
ticle moves in a steady way, with no 
Spasmodic fits of activity. Prices are 
also steady at $1.30@1.50 per 100 nounds 
in barrels, $1.40@1.50 per 100 pounds in 
kegs. 

GAMBIER.—The interval has brought 
no change in the market for gambier. 
There is a spot supply sufficient for 
current needs and prices are steady 
at 5%c. for snot and 5%c. for arrivals. 
In (the London market gambier is 
lower in price and 27s, 6d. is quoted for 
good marks and 27s. for ordinary. 
Shipments are held at 24s. 74d, Cubes 
are dull and their price is nominal at 
42s, 6d. per 100 pounds for spot offer- 
ings. 

INDIGO.—There has been some trad- 
ing in indigo during the week, but the 
movement is extremelv limite1. Synthe- 
tic is also in poor demand. There is 
nothing new in reports from India, but 
the planters are studying the question 
thoroughly and may work out a so- 
lution for the present difficulty which 
will result in restoring natural indigo 
to its former importance as a dye- 
stuff. In East.India at present the 
market is very quiet and in Calcutta 
provress is verv slow.

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Great Growth of Copper Production. 


Washington, Feb. 2,- 1912. 


The United States Geological Survey, in 
a bulletin just issued, gives a resume of 
the growth of the copper industry in the 
United States, and says that this growth 
hus been notable, according to the figures 
of the survey just completed. Among 
other things, this report says:— 


In 1850 the production of copper was 1,456,000 
pounds, in 1870 it was 28,225,000 pounds, in 
1890 it was 259,763,092 pounds, in 1900 it had 
increased to 606,117,166 pounds, in 1905 it 
was 01,997,843 pounds, and in 1909 it passed 
the billion mark with 1,092,951,624 pounds, de- 
creasing in 1910, however, to 1,060,159,509 
pounds. ‘The price has decreased from over 
46 cents a pound in Civil War times to an 
average of 12.7 cents a pound in 1910. 


The United States is by far the Jargest 
copper producer ir. the world; in fact, we pro- 
duce more than all the rest of the world to- 
gether, the total world’s production for 1910 
being 1,903:297,003 pounds. A United States 
Geological Survey report by B. 8S. Butler, giv- 
ine the statistics of copper, including 1910, 
contains an excellent map of the United States 
showing all the known copper deposits and 
the location and names of the reduction plants.

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Mid-Continent Oil Fields. 


Independence, Kan., Jan. 29, 1912. 


In spite of the fact there is considerable 
work in progress in the mid-continent field, 
it is very quiet. The work that is being done 
is scattered over a vast area and is very large- 
ly wildeat, so that while it makes a good 
showing in the aggregate the field generally 
is considered quiet. The most important news 
of the past week was another advance in the 
market, two cents, from 565c. to 5Sic., an- 
nounced by the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
and met by the other purchasing agencies. 
Under present conditions further advances are 
confidently expected to follow in quick suc- 
cession. A 7c. market before the year is far 
advanced is among the probabilities. The pipe 
line runs of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
are 15,000 barrels a day short of the demand, 
and that amount is now being taken out of 
storage. This is abnorma}, owing, to the 
winter weather, but there is not enough oil to 
meet the demand, and this means a higher 
market. This severe winter weather reduced 
the Prairie’s stocks by contraction upwards of 
2,000,000 barrels. Part of this will come back 
with the summer heat, but all of it never 
comes back. There is always a loss by ex- 
pansion and contractions. Field stocks are 
almost wiped out, and the coming year should 
witness a condition not heretofore known in 
this field. The demand for gasoline is in- 
ereasing rapidly in Kansas, and this means 
the use of more crude. The Standard refinery 
at Neodesha is using 10.000 barrels of crude 
a day now, against 6,000 barrels a day in 
1910. A similar increase is reported by almost 
all other refineries. There is, therefore, no 
need of the producer worrying much over con- 
ditions. 

There is nothing out of the ordinary in Kan- 
sas. The most noteworthy thing is the effort 
*%c the Kansas Natural Gas Company to re- 
plenish its Kansas gas supply by the drilling 
of numerous wells in this county. At the 
present time it has seven strings of tools 
running in Montgomery county. showing that 
there is still a large amount of vlausible gas 
territory. Some very good wells are being 
found, not 30,000.000-foot gassers as in former 
vears, but paying wells of several million feet 
a day. 

To offset this optimistic side of the question 
is the experience of gas men in Oklahoma 
where the natural supply is going off as-it did 
‘in Kansas. Then, too, is the result of oil 
wells over in the shallow sand. Many of 
the wells there have become exhausted and 
are being plugged. Many are scarcely worth 
pumping which have not yet been abandoned. 
About ten a month are being plugged and 
the material junked. 

Very little oil production is now changing 
hands. The producers are asking more per 
barrel than the pipe line companies are will- 
ing to pay. There has not been a sale for 
some time outside of the Sinclair-White deals 
with the pipe line companies that amounted to 


much. The pipe line companies declare they 
have found from experience that they 
cannot pay $400 a barrel for mid-continent 
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oll ‘‘when it is in the flush’’ and come out 
on it, so they will not buy unless at their own 
figures. So there are not many deals, as the 
producers cannot see it that way, believing 
their production worth what they ask for it. 
The prairie Oil and Gas Company is still 
drilling its No. 1 well on the A. J. Lewis 
land in 2621-8, Pawnee county. The well 
was dry in the regular formation and was 
drilled on down to the lime. Just on top 
of the Mississippi a sand was found which 
had a small showing of oil and drilling has 
been continued. The company has another 
rig on ‘this lease and will keep it awaiting 
further developments in that vicinity. In 35- 
20-7 the Prairie is drilling on the McIntyre 
farm. In 20-20-8 the Southwestern Oil Fields 
Company, a Missouri organization, which has 
developed a finé lease at Cleveland, has started 
work on the Laicas farm in 12-20-8 and is 
drilling {ts first test. On the Jackson land in 
section 19 the Brown Oil Company is drilling 
its first venture. There have been 12 or 15 
wells drijled in the Pawnee county pool this 
month, the largest a 200-barrel producer. 


In Northern Cherokee Central Fuel Com- 
panies are doing some drilling. The Wolverine 
Oil Company has completed its No. 5 on the 
Williams in 11-28-13 and has a 25-barrel well; 
the Carnegie Oil Company drilled in its No, 1 
om the D. Mays in 25-26-13 and has a fine 
well, starting at better than 150 barrels. The 
Lumbermen’s Oil and Gas Company got a 
25-barrel pumper in No. 5 on the A. Hogner 
in 26-26-13 and is drilling No. 6 on the same 
lease.- Over in the Osage the Roth. Argue 
& Maire Company drilled in No. 28, Lot 169, 
and got a gusher starting at 300 barrels; No. 
4 on 296 is a 100-barrel producer. 


The second well drilled by the Barnsdall 
Oil Company in 26-22-9, lower Osage, is a 
failure and abandoned. In section 13 the 
Sperata Oil Company’s No. 5 started one of the 
strongest producers in that section and still 
making 200 barrels a day. 

It is extremely quiet in the Muskogee field, 
only two or three wells drilling. The numer- 
ous dry holes two or three months back put 
a damper ‘on operations there. and producers 
have lacked the courage since to resume work. 
This will probably continue until an occasional 
well opens up new possibilities. 


Between. the: Delaware extension and the 
Kansas State, line, and in the vicinity of 
South Coffeyville. quite a number of test 
wells have been drilled and some pretty good 
gassers found. The Iron Mountain Oil Com- 
pany and Graham have completed three more 
wells on the Acorn on 23-28-15. Nos. 2, 3 and 
4, and they register respectively 400,000, 
6.000,000 and 8.000.000 feet of gas. Sticklebar 
and others are drilling No. 2 well on the 
Yoke tract in 11-28-15, and in section 23 
T.itehfield and others are drilling a_ test. 
Ftchen brothers are drilling at South Coffey- 
ville on fee land. Graham & Karns have two 
25-barrel wells on the Day, 20-24-17. Coffey- 
ville. and are drilling No. 4. Wolf and others 
in the same section have a 20-barrel well in 
No. 1 on the Cook. 

The vine line runs of 
Gas Company for the first 
January were 1.492.295.08 barrels, a daily 
average of 71.19% 9" harrels. while the de- 
liveries were 1,895.552.28 barrels, an average 
of 85,978.48 barrels, resulting in a drain upon 
the reserve stocks of 14.872 barrels a day, a 
total for the three weeks of %12.327 barrels, 
the largest amount taken from storage yet.
